WITH  MUCH  WAR  MATERIAL 


Though  Deprived  of  Her  Great- 
.  est  Coal  and   Iron   Fields, 
Production  of  Munitions  Is 
on  Large  Scale, 


•Heavy  Percentages  of  Her 
Output  in  Various  Lines 
Handed  Over  to  Russia, 
Italy,  Serbia  and  Roumania. 

Requirement  of  Immense  Fleet 
for  Transportation  of  Ma- 
terial.

France  made  200,000  steel  helmets, 
600,000  gaa  masks  and  6.200  appara- 
tuses against  asphyxiating  gases  for 
Roumania. 

In  September  and  October  of  this 
year,  France  shipped  to  Roumania  morn 
than  0,000  tons  of  material.  It  went 
by  way  of  Archangel  and  over  Rui- 
Hlan  railroads.  Twenty  French  officer* 
and  300  French  soldiers,  trained  in  the 
aviation  service,  went  to  Roumania  im- 
mediately after  the  declaration  of  war, 
and  formed  the  nucleus  of  its  flying 
corps-

J'AIUB,  Jan.  2. — France  was  deprived 
or  6t  per  cent  of  her  resources  In 
eoal,  >0  per  cent  of  ber  iron  ore  and 
■0  per  cent  of  her  iron  and  steel  manu- 
facturing establishments  by  the  Ger- 
man Invasion.  At  the  same  time,  the 
developmcntts  of  the  war  multiplied 
her  needs  of  precisely  the  things  which 
those  resources  supplied.  Official  flg- 
»ires  Just  furnished  the  Associated 
Press  show  how,  crippled  as  she  was, 
France  metamorphosed  her  remaining 
industries  and  Improvised  new  ones  go 
as  to  utilize  to  the  maximum  ber  re- 
maining resources,  not  only  supplying 
her  own  army,  but  handing  over  nearly 
n  quarter  of  her  output  In  arms  and 
munitions  to  her  Allies. 

France  has  supplied  to  the  Belgians, 
Russians,  Italians,  Serbians  and  Rou- 
manians great  quantities  of  such  arms 
end  munitions  as  she  has  manufactured 
herself,  and  has  abandoned  to  her  Al- 
lies a  considerable  portion  of  what  she 
bought  abroad. 

Energies    Delegated 

"Tile  cessions  of  war  supplies  France 
has  made  to  her  Allies  are)  not  regard- 
ed as  sacrifices,"  an  officer  on  the  gen- 
eral eteff  said.  "We  simply  delegate 
thus,  a  part  of  our  energies  to  those 
who  are  In  a  situation  to  employ  them 
to  the   best  advantage." 

Of  Its  tQtal  production  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war,  France  has  turned 
over  to  its 'Allies  quantities  that  reach 
the  following  proportions: 

Rifles,  30  per  cent;  cartridges,  22  per 
cent;  field  gun  shells,  20  per  cent; 
Heavy  artillery  ammunition,  20  per 
cent;  trench  mortars,  IS  per  cent;  hand 
grenades,  27  Vs  per  cent;  protecting 
masks  against  suffocating  gas,  10  per 
cent;  powder,  8  per  cent;  other  explo- 
sives, 5  per  cent. 

A  French  officer  said  that  up  to  Oc- 
tober II,.  Franaa  bad  supplied  Russia 
with  more  than  six  Hundred  thousand 
rifles  and  more  than  three  hundred  mil- 
lion cartridges;  had  sent  her  several 
hundred  pieces  of  heavy  artillery,  mil- 
lions of  projectiles  for  field  guns,  mil- 
lions of  hand  grenades  and  thousands 
of   aeroplane   motors. 

Technical  Experts  Sent 
"French  technical  experts  and  spe- 
cialist* were  also  sent  to  Russia  to  In- 
tensMy  the  home  production,"  he  said. 
"Tu#ro  are  now  22  officers  and  236  sub- 
altern Officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
French  army  occupying  Important 
post*  lg  Russian  munitions  factories." 
The  most  Important  French  mission 
pent  to  Russia  was  that  headed  by  Col. 
J'yot,  who  transformed  Into  munition 
factories  a  great  many  establishments 
that"  had  not  been  previously  worked 
lor    national    defence. 

Haw  materials  and  coal  have  been 
t«ent  In  large  quantities  from  France  to 
Italy,  together  with  a  number  of  bat- 
teries of  heavy  artillery,  with  a  sup- 
ply of  shells  to  go  with  them.  Be- 
sides keeping  up  the  provision  of  shells 
for  these  heavy  guns,  France  furnished 
Italy  with  a  considerable  number  of 
charged  three-Inch  shells,  and  engaged 
to  suppply  regularly  several  thousand 
empty  shells  a  day.  Five  hundred 
thousand  helmets,  forty  thousand 
trench  shields,  more  than  100  trench 
mcrtars.^hundreds  of  tons  of  alumin- 
um and  chemical  products,  were  among 
the  things  furnished  to  Italy,  while  a 
French  flying  corps  constitutes  the  de- 
fence of  Venice  against  Austrian  air 
a  tucks. 

Arming  of   Serbia 

From  the  end  of  1914  until  the  evac- 
uation of  Serbia,  France  supplied  the 
Serbian  artillery  with  2,000  three-Inch 
■hells  a  day.  After  the  retreat  It  was 
France  that  undertook  the  transporta- 
tion and  the  reconstruction  of  the  Ser- 
bian army  at  Corfu-  The  armament 
and  ammunition  were  furnished  exclu- 
sively by  France,  and  ware  Identical 
with  those  of  the  French  equipments. 
The  rest  of  the  material  and  supplies 
were  furnished  In  common  by  France 
and  Great  Britain.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  vesseels  were  required  for  the 
transportation,  constituting  another 
great  privation  to  France,  In  such  dire 
need  of  better  ocean  transportation 
lacllltles.  Seventy-six  voyages  were 
required  for  the  entire  operation,  and 
It  was  accomplished  without  a  single 
accident. 

Bowmaala'a  Equipment 

France  also  supplied  entirely  the 
Roumanian  army  wltb  war  material 
and  munitions  from  the  day  of  its 
entry  Into  the  war.  France's  donation 
to  Roumania  includes  more  than  obe 
hundred  thousand  rifles.  with  eighty 
million  cartridges  and  the  additional 
supplies  of  ten  thousand  rifles  a  month, 
more  than  one  thousand  machine  guns, 
with  the  necessary  munition  supplies, 
and  more  than  a  million  hand  grenades. 
She  furnished  her  with  field  guns. 
heavy  artillery,  trench  mortars  and 
anti-aircraft  guns,  with  an  Initial  sup- 
ply of  munitions  for  each  and  with 
the  undertaking  to  keep  that  supplpv 
up  to  the  requirements.  France  gave 
the  Roumanian  army  all  Its  engineer- 
ing material,  Including  telephone  and 
telegraph  lines,  and  all  its  wireless 
outfit,  with  a '  certain  number  of  auto- 
mobile searchlights  and  more  than  400 
searchlight*  of  different  calibres,  with 
4,(00  tons  of  barbed  wire. 

All  the  aviation  material  used  by 
Koumsnla  Is  of  French  manufacture. 
The  French  flying  corps  ceded  to  them 
see  machines,  while  100  other  machines 
were  built  In  Roumania  with  material 
or  parts  furnished   by  French  industry. 


Beports    That   Beply    to   President    Wil- 
son's  Hots   Had   Caused   Differ-

PARIS,  Jan.  2 — The  correspondent  of 
the  Havas  Agency  at  Madrid  tele- 
graphed  the  following: 

"The  Minister  of  Public  Instruction 
denied  today  reports  that  Spain's  reply 
to  President  Wilson's  note  regarding 
peace  bad  caused  a  rift  In  the  cabinet. 

"  'In  answering  the  note,'  the  minis- 
ter added,  "we  had  to  take  into  account 
that  the  Entente  Allies  refused  peace, 
and  Germany  declared  herself  able  to 
realize  It  unaided.  On  this  there  could 
be  no  possible  disagreement,  the  more 
so  as  no  Idea  of  pacifist  intervention 
had  been  mentioned  here.'  " 


Col.  Brace's  Position 
LONDON,  Jan.  2. — It  is  understood 
that  Col.  Bruce  has  asked  to  be  al- 
lowed to '  return  to  Canada  immediate- 
ly. An  intimation  had  been  given  that 
his  post  as  inspector-general  has  been 
abolished.  It  Is  stated  that  the  need 
for  such  a  post  has  ceased  to  exist.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  2. — Word  was  re- 
ceived In  Ottawa  this  afternoon  that 
Capt.  W.  R.  McGee,  of  Ottawa,  has 
been  recommended  for  the  Military 
Cross. .  According  to  information  to 
relatives,  the  official  military  Gazette 
stated: 

"Conspicuous  gallantry  near  Cour- 
celette  on  November  18,  1916,  when 
leaving  the  jumping  off  trench  he  was 
shot  through  the  shoulder  by  a  ma- 
chine gun  bullet.  He  continued  the 
attack  to  Desire  trench,  where  he 
stayed  until  the  battalion  was  relieved 
about  30  hours  later.  He  showed  by 
his  reports  that  he  had  a  good  grasp 
and  hold  of  the  situation." 

McGee  Is  well  known  as  an  Ottawa 
oarsman   a,nd   football   player.

Makes  inquiry  at  Washington 
as  to  Regulations  for  Such 
Vessels  Going  Through  the 
Panama  Canal. 


WASHINGTON',  Jan.  2 — Japan,  through 
the  embassy  here,  notified  the  State 
Department  today  of  her  intention  to 
arm  her  merchant  ships  defensively, 
and  requested  Information  as  to  whether 
any  special  rules  have  been  made  by 
this  government  for  passage  of  ships 
so  armed  through   the  Panama  Canal. 

This  was  the  first  official  informa- 
tion that  Japan  intended  such  action, 
and'  was  interpreted  in  some  quarters  as 
Indicative  of  fear  of  German  subma- 
rine operations  on  a  wider  scale  than 
so  far  attempted.  Japan  has  a  large 
tonnage  passing  through  the  canal,  and 
has  suffered  seriously  from  Gorman 
undersea  activities,  particularly  in  the 
Mediterranean.  While  no  submarines 
have  appeared  in  the  Pacific  so  far, 
'  ritish  naval  experts  have  said  Infor- 
mation In  the  hands  of  the  Admiralty 
and  the  exploit  of  the  U-53  In  its  raid 
off  the  New  England  coast  Indicate  It 
|h  quite  possible  that  they  will  operate 
there  later. 

There  are  no  canal  regulations  Im- 
posing special  restrictions  on  vessels 
armed  for  defensive  purposes,  as  the 
United  States  holds  such  armament 
does  not  deprive  a  ship  of  her  character 
as  a  peaceful  merchantmen.  A  proc- 
lamation to  safeguard  the  neutrality  of 
the  canal  was  Issued  by  President  Wil- 
son in  1914.  It  was  designed  particu- 
larly to  govern  the  passage  through  the 
canal  of  belligerent  warships,  and  set 
forth  that  any  ship,  belligerent  or  neu- 
tral, armed  or  unarmed,  should  be  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  placed  upon  war- 
ships If  11  was  employed  by  a  belliger- 
ent as  a  transport,  a  fleet  auxiliary  or 
(otherwise   to  aid    in   war.

French  and  British  Troops 
Captured  118,000  Germans 
During  Past  Year — Italy 
Holds  85,000  Austrians, 


OX  THE  FRENCH  FRONT  IN 
FRANCE.  Jan.  2.— During  the  last 
year,  according  to  authoritative  figures, 
78,500  Germans  were  captured  on  the 
French  front  by  the  French  and  10,000 
by  the  British,  while  In  Serbia  and 
Macedonia  the  Entente  Allied  armies 
took  11,173  Bulgarian  and  Turkish 
prisoners.  During  the  same  period  the 
Italians  made,  prisoners  of  52,360  Aus- 
trians, while  the  Russians  captured 
more  than  400,000  Germans  and  Aus- 
trians. 

Italy's  Successes 

ROME,  Jan.  2. — From  thirty  to  forty- 
three  Austrian  divisions  are  kept  en- 
gaged along  the  Italian  front,  says  an 
official  communication  Issued  today.  The 
statement  adds  that  since  Italy  entered 
the  war  she  has  conquered  1,200  square 
miles  of  territory,  shortening  her  war 
front  from  500  to  375  miles,  with  an 
aggregate  of  1,375  miles  of  entrenched 
lines. 

War  material  Is  being  manufactured 
In  2,175  Italian  factories,  employing 
469,000  workers.  Including  73,000  women. 

The  Austrian  prisoners  now  number 
85,000,   the  statement  asserts.

SKIRMISHES  REPORTED

Allies'  Artillery  Vigorously  Re- 
plying td  Guns  of  Enemy — 
Heavy  Bombardment  Be- 
tween Somme  and  Ancre, 


LONDON,  Jan.  2.— Tonights  official 
communication    reads: 

"Early  this  morning  a  strong  hostile 
patrol  reached  our  trenches  east  or 
Vermelles.  It  was  repulsed  with  the 
loss  of  half  its   number. 

"Under  cover  of  a  heavy  bombard- 
ment a  strong  enemy  patrol  of  about 
40  men  endeavored  to  approach  our 
lines  last  night  north  of  Ypres.  The 
few  men  who  succeeded  In  reaching 
our' trenches  were  Immediately  ejected. 
The  enemy's  losses  were  heavy. 

"There  was  considerable  artillery 
activity  at  Intervals  during  the  day  and 
last  night  at  different  points  of  the 
front  between  the  Somme  and  the  Ancre 
and  southeast  of  Ypres.  Effective 
counter-battery  work  was  carried  out 
at  these  points,  and  also  bombardments 
of  enemy  positions  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Neuve  Chapclle  and  Armentieres." 
Artillery  lire 

PARIS,  Jan.  2.— Tonight's  War  Office 
bulletin  reads: 

"The  artillery  was  quite  active  on 
the  Hardaumount-Bezonvaux  front. 
Fire  was  intermittent  on  the  rest  of  the 
front." 

The    Belgian    communication    reads: 

"On  the  whole  Belgian  front  there 
was  quite  heavy  artillery  activity  on 
both  sides.  The  Belgian  batteries  suc- 
cessfully shelled  positions  cast  of 
Ramscapelle,  1/xmudc  and  Stcen- 
straete." 

Skirmishing  took  place  last  night  at 
small  points.

Invitation  to  Premier  to  Attend 
War  Conference  Affects 
Opening  Date — Question  of 
Extension  to  Come  Up. 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  2.— The  calling  of  a 
war  conference  of  the  Empire  In  Feb- 
ruary and  th©  lnvltu,tlon  to  Sir  Robert 
Borden  to  attend,  has  upset  all  session- 
al political  calculations.  Parliament 
has  been  summoned  two  weeks  earlier 
than  Intended,  and  It  is  evidently  the 
hope  of  the  Government  to  dispatch 
as  much  sessional  business  as  possible 
before   Sir   Robert   has    to   leave. 

While  there  Is  no  announcement  as 
to  the  session,  and  the  legislative  pro- 
gramme hna  not  yet  been  settled  by 
the  Cabinet,  it  would  not  be  surpris- 
ing if  the  session  were  purely  a  war 
one.  In  that  case  the  Government 
programme  would  be  largely  confined 
to  the  war  appropriations,  the  esti- 
mates and  a  bill  for  the  extension  of 
Parliament.  If  business  were  facili- 
tated this  could  be  completed  by  the 
time  Sir  Robert  would  have  to  leave 
for  England.  However,  judging  by 
Parliament's  past  record.  It  Is  doubt- 
ful If  the  House  could  possibly  finish 
within  a  month  or  a  month  and  a  half. 
Depends  on  Liberals 

Everything  depends,  of  course,  upon 
the  attitude  of  the  Liberals  towards 
an  extension  of  Parliament  No  one 
knows  what  will  be  their  stand,  and  It 
is  doubtful  If  they  know  themselves. 
It  Is  not  likely  the  Liberals  will  final- 
ly decide  until  Parliament  meets,  the 
bill  In  Introduced  and  a  caucus  called. 
If  the  Liberals  consent  to  the  exten- 
sion. Sir  Robert  will  then  be  free  to 
leave  for  England.  He  will  probably 
bo  absent  two  or  three  months  attend- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  War  Confer- 
ence. On  his  return  another  session 
will  likely  be  called,  when  the  Govern- 
ment can  Introduce  Its  domestic  leg- 
islation. The  report  of  the  commission 
to  Investigate  the  Canadian  railway 
situation  would  be  ready  for  leglsla- 
tlce  action,  the  rural  credits  bill  will 
be  ready  and  a  bill  to  provide  a  la.nd 
settlement  scheme  for  returned  sol- 
diers as  well  as  important  constructive 
measures. 

On  the  other  hand  If  the  Liberals 
are  prepared  to  take  the  responsibility 
for  refusing  an  extension  of  Parlia- 
ment, It  would  be  almost  Impossible 
for  Sir  Robert  to  absent  himself  from 
Canada  for  such  a  lengthy  period,  and 
an  election  would  be  Inevitable.  The 
Government  would  have  to  Introduce 
Its  domestic  legislation,  wind  up  the 
session  and  then  prepare  for  dissolu- 
tion and  an  election. 

However,  the  whole  situation  is  so 
complicated  and  the  political  horizon  Is 
so  difficult  to  scan  that  J t  Is  Impossible 
for  even  the  sagest  politician  to  make 
much  of  a  haxard  as  to  what  may 
happen.  The  session,  at  least,  prom- 
ises to  be  an  interesting  one  and  one 
at  which  anything  may  occur.

SECRECY  AS  TO  SHIPS 

Collector  at  Boston  Compiles  With  Be- 
quests  of  Foreign  Owners —  Precau- 
tion Against  Submarines 


BOSTON,  Jan.  3 — Edmund  Billings, 
collector  of  the  port,  said  tonight  he 
bad  issued  orders  that  nothing  should 
be  made  public  by  bis  department  con- 
cerning tbe  sailing,  port  of  destination 
and  cargo  manifests  of  transatlantic 
steamers,  whose  owners  recently  re- 
quested that  this  Information  bo  with- 
held. 

The  collector  added  that  he  believed 
the  owner*  were  wholly  within  their 
rights  in  making  the  request;  he  had 
notified  the  Treasury  Department  at 
Washington  of  hia  action  and  would 
continue  to  honor  requests  of  that  kind. 

The  action  of  a  number  of  foreign 
steamship  lines  In  asking  that  news  of 
the  movements  of  their  vessels  to  and 
from  this  port  be  withheld  followed 
closely  upon  the  announcement  that  all 
information  of  the  departure  of  ship- 
plng^from  Great  Britain  had  been  cut 
off/by  that  Government  on  account  of 
the  activity  of  German  submarines. 


Chairman  of  Air  Board 
LONDON,  Jan.  2. — Baron  Cowdray 
has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the 
British  Air  Hoard  in  succession  to 
Baron  Sydenham,  who  has  resigned. 
Baron  Cowdray  accepted  the  post  on 
the  express  condition  that  he  recelva 
no    salary. 


WOULD  RECALL 


Daily  Mail  Condemns  Expedi- 
tion and  Says  It  Was 
Planned  by  Civilians— Troops 
Should  Be  in  West, 


LONDON,  Jan.  3. — The  Daily  Mail,  in 
a  long  editorial  this  morning  condemn- 
ing the  Salonlca  expedition,  and,  in  ef- 
fect, demanding  Its  recall,  declares  the 
expedition  was  notoriously  planned  by 
civilians  in  defiance  of  military  tradi- 
tions. 

"It  was  too  late  and  too  weak  to  save 
Serbia,"  the  editorial  says. 

"It  has  been  unable  to  assist  Rou- 
mania, and  cannot  harm  the  Invaders 
there,  because  no  modern  army  can  tra- 
verse the  roadless  mountains  between 
Salonlca  and  Roumania." 

The  Dally  Mail  contends  that  if  the 
troops  diverted  to  Salonlca  had  been  on 
the'  western  front  In  1916  they  might 
well  have  turned  the  scale  there  and 
Roumania  then  never  would  have  been 
invaded. 

"The  expedition,"  continues  the  news- 
paper, "is  a  continual  strain  on  re- 
sources-— men,  shipping  and  munitions. 
By  keeping  the  Balkan  force  too  large 
for  defence  and  too  weak  for  attack  we 
seem  to  be  playing  the  enemy's  game.  A 
much  smaller  force  would  suffice  to  hold 
Salonlca,  if  that  Is  desirable.  German 
reserves  are  not  infinite,  but  they  are 
large  enough  to  render  It  dangerous  for 
us  to  waste  a  single  man.  Throughout 
1916  Salonlca  has  been  such  a  burden  as 
Galllpoll  In  191.r>.  Our  soldiers  and  the 
Allied  soldiers  did  not  commit  this  folly, 
and  they  would  be  delighted  If  It  were 
undone,  as  far  as  any  mistake  can  be 
undone. 


Says  Central  Powers  Can 
Show  Entente  Hopelessness 
of  War — Vienna  Press  Com- 
ment on  Allies'  Reply, 


LONDON,  Jan.  2. — Reuters  Amster- 
dam correspondent  sends  the  following 
dispatch   from   Budapest: 

"Count  Stephen  Tlsza,  the  Hungarian 
Premier,  addressing  the  members  of  the 
Government  party,  confessed  that  a  mis- 
take had  been  made  by  assuming  that 
Roumania  would  not  attempt  to  Invade 
Transylvania. 

"Alluding  to  peace.  Count  Tlssta  said: 

"  'If  our  enemies  Insist  on  continu- 
ing the  absolutely  purposeless  slaugh- 
ter, we  shall  continue  to  fight  either 
until  we  succeed  in  convincing  them  of 
the  uselessness  and  hopelessness  of  the 
war  or  until  the  Impulse  of  self-preser- 
vation Induces  the  nations  which  are 
being  sent  to  the  slaughter  to  turn 
against  their  governments  and  make  an 
end  Of  the  war.'  " 

A  dispatch  to  Reuter's  from  Amster- 
dam says  the  Vienna  newspaper  com- 
ment on  the  Entente  Allies'  reply  to 
Germany's  peace  proposal  describes  It 
as  arrogant,  and  declares  that  the  pre- 
sumpttious  demands  for  expiation,  rep« 
aration  and  guarantees  must  be  reject- 
ed because  the  Central  Powers  have 
nothing  to  expiate  and  nothing  to  guar- 
antee. They  add  that  "tbe  blood  which 
Is  still  to  flow  will  be  on  the  head  of 
the   Entente."

KITCHENER,  Jan  2.— King  and  Water 
Streets  are  still  being  guarded  tonight 
by  soldiers  of  the  133nd  (Muskoto) 
Battalion.  Guards  are  stationed  at  the 
front  and  rear  of  the  News-Kecord  of- 
fice; at  the  Dominion  Button  Works,  of 
which  Mayor-elect  David  Gross  Is  presi- 
dent, and  alBO  at  Mr.  Gross*  residence. 

How  long  this  state  of  affairs  will  con- 
tinue is  not  definitely  known.  There 
were  threats  made  today  that  another 
raid  would  be  made  on  the  News-Record 
office,  but  this  was  carefully  guarded 
against. 

Aldermen  Bowman  and  Asmussen, 
who  were  Injured  last  night,  but  not  so 
seriously  as  reported,  were  about  the 
city  today. 

Tho  News-Kecord  wa  spubllshcd  to- 
day, and  editorially  commenting  on  last 
night's  raid  stated  that  tho  episode 
would  have  a  far-reaching  effect  and 
that  steps  were  being  taken  to  prevent 
any  further  molestation  of  the  property 
of  those  who  dare  to  express  opinions 
which  may  be  contrary  to  tho  vlewa  of 
their  opponents. 

This  afternoon  there  was  a  mild  sen- 
sation on  King  Street,  when  the  wife  of 
a  soldier  who  la  In  France  got  Into  an 
argument  with  A.  It.  Lang,  the  president 
of  the  < 'It liens'  League,  and  Alderman 
John  Head.  The  war  of  worda  culmin- 
ated In  the  latter  receiving  several  slaps 
across  the  face.  Shortly  after  the  wife 
of  another  soldier  got  Into  an  argument 
with  a  police  sergeant,  which  resulted 
in  the  woman  being  taken  to  the  police 
station,  but  she  was  later  released.  The 
officers  of  the  British  League  have  taken 
the  defeat  of  their  candidates  in  good 
part,  and  will  give  tbe  new  council  a 
fair  chance  to  Inaugurate  Its  policy  of 
"better   civic  government."

BERLIN,  Jan.  2. — The  War  aQfflco 
communication  Issued  tonight  sft> .« 
nothing  has  been  reported  from  tho 
Western    or    Eastern    frontn. 

The  following  is  tho  official  report 
of  January    1 : 

"On  the  Western  eml  of  the  Mace- 
donian front  our  seaplanes  successful- 
ly dropped  l>oml>H  on  hostile  troops 
northeast   of    Klorlnu. 

"In  Dobrudju  the  offensive  itcnln.it 
the  bridgehead  of  Matchln  Is  progres-" 
sing.  Our  booty  has  lncrcuacil  tu 
1,150  men,  six  officers,  four  cannon  and 
fourteen  machine  guns.  In  eastern 
Wallachia  th»  offensive  continues." 
Bulgarian    Baport 

The  official  Bulgarian  report  of  De- 
cember  21    Is   as    follows: 

"In  Dobrudja,  our  artillery  sunk  n 
hostile  tugboat  near  Tultcha.  The 
docks  and  ships  at  Sullna  were  bom- 
barded, and  a  direct  lilt  on  a  hostile 
transport   steamer   wan   observed. 

"Tbe  offensive  against  tho  Matchln 
bridgehead  Is  progressing.  After  tun 
hours'  lighting.  Height  164.  cast  of 
Matchln,  was  captured.  Prisoners  to 
the  number  of  -00,  4  mountain  gnus 
and   6   machine   guns   were   taken. 

"In  Eastern  Wallachia  our  divisions 
crossed  the  Busou-Bralln  railroad,  and 
are  at  a  distance  of  18  kilometres 
from   Bralla." 

Severe   righting 

PBTHOGRAD,  Jan.  3.— The  Russian 
and  Roumanian  forces  have  retired  at 
some  points  on  the  Moldavian  west 
frontier,  the  War  Office  announced  to- 
day. On  the  Kasino,  close  to  the  Hun- 
garian frontier,  however,  tho  Rou- 
manians have  refrained  lost  ground 
and  are  holding  it  against  continued 
strong  attacks.  The  official  statement 
follows: 

"On  the  Moldavian  frontier,  the  en- 
emy attempted  an  offensive  In  the  re- 
gion of  Height  3«v0,  but  was  dispersed 
by  a  counter-attack.  An  enemy  com- 
pany which  had  taken  the  offensive 
from  the  village  of  Radkolaoh  also  was 
beaten  back. 

"In  the  valley  of  the  river  Talroek 
the  enemy  si  bombarding  our  positions 
with  artillery  of  all  calibres.  Here  tho 
enemy  took  the  offensive  from  the  vil- 
lage of  Radkolach,  but  was  repulsed 
with   heavy  losses. 

"In  the  afternoon  the  Austrians  again 
attempted  to  advance  from  the  village 
of  Kotumba  and  In  the  valley  of  the 
river  Bulcha  but  at  both  points  were 
arrested    by    our    fire. 

"Enemy  attempts  at  the  offensive  in 
the  Chabaniom  (Osohanyls)  valley  wcro 
also  unsuccessful.  They  suffered  groat 
losses  In  wounded  and  killed. 

"Tho  enemy  also  attacked  north  and 
south  of  the  Altus  river  valley.  All  his 
efforts  were  repulsed.  Kcouts  who  were 
sent  out  discovered  a  great  number  of 
enemy  troops  within  300  feet  of  our 
trenches. 

Bonmaalans  Bagaln  Oronnd 

"On  the  Roumanian  front  the  Rou- 
manians, who  at  first  ware  pressed 
back  by  stubborn  enemy  attacks  on  the 
front  north  and  south  of  the  river 
Kasino,  eight  versts  east  from  the 
Hungarian  frontier,  regained  their  posi- 
tion by  a  counter-attack  and  still  firm- 
ly retain  It.  notwithstanding  continuous 
and  fierce  attacks  by  the  enemy. 

"In  tho  region  of  Andrea  and  Chud- 
dchos,  twelve  versts  south  of  the  con- 
fluence of  the  rivers  l'utna  and  Zabala, 
the  enemy  pressed  back  our  advanced 
cavalry  detachments  and  occupied  the 
above  village.  Our  troops,  during  the 
night  without  pressure  from  the  en- 
emy's flank,  took  up  new  positions. 

"In  Dobrudja  our  detachments  with- 
drew  to   new   positions. 

"Regarding  the  operations  In  tbe  val- 
ley of  tbe  river  Hlonlku,  It  Is  now  re- 
ported that  by  our  counter-attacks  we 
took  prisoners  three  officers  and  more 
than   200  men." 

The  Oermans  took  the  offensive  yes- 
terday In  Oallcla  near  Brody,  but  were 
beaten  off  by  the  Russian  Are,  the  war 
office  announces.

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  2.— The  "sick 
man"  of  Europe  baa  #  recovered  tala 
health,  he  would  hare  the  world  be- 
lieve, and  entered  Into  full  and  equal 
partnership  with  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungary.  Turkey  haa  repudiated  the 
guardianship  of  the  great  powers  and 
announced  "an  entry  into  the  group  of 
European  powers  with  all  the  rights  and 
prerogatives  of  an  entirely  Independent 
government."  Tha  Turkish  govern- 
ment's declaration  of  independence  of 
the  collective  suzerainty  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, Italy,  Russia,  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria-Hungary haa  been  received  in 
Washington  in  the  form  of  a  com- 
munication addressed  to  the  German 
and  Austro-Hungartan  governments. 

Tha  text  of  the  Turkish  communica- 
tion to  the  Berlin  Rnd  Vienna  govern- 
ments follows: 

"The  Imperial  Ottoman  government 
had  occasion  in  the  course  of  the  sec- 
ond half  of  last  century  to  sign  under 
various  circumstances  two  important 
treaties— that  of  Paris  of  March  10, 
1S5«.  and  the  one  of  Berlin  of  August 
3,   1878. 

"The  first   established  a  state  of  af- 
fairs, an  equilibrium,  which  the  second 
treaty  destroyed  to  a  great  extent,  but 
both  were  disregarded  by  the  signatory 
powers    themselves,   who   violated    their 
promises,  either   openly   or   secretly,   so 
that,  after  having  obtained  the  applica- 
tion of  the  clauses  which  were  to  the 
disadvantage   of    the    Ottoman    empire, 
they  did   not   trouble   themselves   about 
those  which  were  In  Its  favor,  and  they? 
even   opposed    them   constantly 
Treaty    Stipulation. 
••The  treaty  of  Pari,  contained  a  stldula- 
tlon,    "to   re.pect   the  Independence  and  ter- 
ritorial   integrity    of    the   Ottoman   Empire.' 
and    to    guarantee    Jointly    *the    strict    ob- 
servation of  this  agreement'    It  further  ex- 
cluded  all    interference    In    the    relations    of 
the    Imperial    Government    'with      Its     sub- 
jects  and   with    the   Internal   administration 
of  the   Empire.' 

••This  did  not  prevent  the  French  Gov- 
ernment from  excerclslng  in  the  Ottoman 
Empire  an  Intervention.  supported  by 
armed  force,  and  exacting  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  administration.  The  others 
signatory  powers  were  then  obliged  fci  as- 
sociate themselves  diplomatically  with  this 
act.  so  as  not  to  leave  France  free  In  her 
designs,  which  were  contrary  to  the  above 
mentioned  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of 
Paris,  and  gav.  rise  to  fears  of  alms  of 
annexation. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  Russian  gov- 
erment  embarked  upon  a  similar  line  of 
conduct  by  prevent  the  Sublime  Porte, 
in  an  ultimatum,  from  taking  action 
.gainst  the  principalities  of  Serbia  and 
Montenegro,  which  Russia  had  aroused, 
and  to  whom  It  did  not  fall  to  furnish 
arms,  subsidies,  officers  and  even  <ioldiers. 
and  finally  to  declare  war  en  the  Ottoman 
Empire,  after  having  .  demanded  that  a 
new  Internal  administration  be  establish- 
ed in  certain  Ottoman  provinces,  and  thai 
foreign  interference  enter  Into  the  conduct 
of   their   public   affairs. 

"Moreover,  the  above  mention  clauses 
of   the  treaty   of   Paris  did   not   hinder 
the    French    Government    from    occupy- 
ing Tunis  and  establishing  a  protector- 
ate   over    this    dependency    of    the    Em- 
pile;      nor    did    it    prevent    the    British 
Government   from  occupying  Egypt  and 
establishing    effective    domination,      nor 
from  making  a  aeries  of  encroachments 
on    Ottoman    sovereignty    south    of    Ye- 
men, at  Nedjld.  at  Kowelt.  at  El  Katr, 
as  well  as  In  the  Persian  Gulf;  nor  did 
these  provisions  inconvenience  the  four 
•Governments  who  are  now  at  war  with 
Turkey     In    modifying      by     force       tha 
statu*    of    the    Island    of   Crete   and    la 
creating   there  a  new  aituatlon   In   flag- 
rant   contradiction      of      the      Integrity 
which    they   had   undertaken   to   respect. 
Scrupulous   Turks 
"Finally  Italy  had   no  scruples  In  der 
daring    war    on      the      Ottoman    Empire 
without    any      serious      reason,    simply 
with   the  object  of  conquest  and  to  ob- 
tain   compensations   as   a    result   of    the 
new    political    situation    In    North    Af- 
rica,  and    It   did     not      even   trouble    to 
comply  with  Its  promise  that  It  would, 
'before  using  force,  enable  the  contract- 
ing   parties    to    prevent    auch    extreme 
measures  by   mediation.' 

"The  imperial  Ottoman  Government 
carried  out  very  scrupulously  the  on- 
eioun  clause*  of  the  Berlin  treaty,  but 
the  few  provisions  Inserted  there  in  its 
favor  have  remained  a  dead  letter,  in 
spite  of  Its  insistence  and  that  of  its 
creditors,  owing  to  the  interest  which 
a,  certain  power  had  in  preventing  all 
Improvement  In  the  fate  of  the  Otto- 
man Empire. 

"Moreover,  the  situation  in  which 
the  two  above-mentioned  treaties  were 
signed  has  completely  changed.  The 
Imperial  Ottoman  Government  la  at 
war  with  four  of  the  signatory  powers, 
the  powers  or  whose  initiative  and 
assistance  and  In  whose  Interest  said 
conventions  were  concluded,  a  fact 
Which  annuls  them  absolutely  as  re- 
gards tha  relations  between  Turkey 
and  those  powers

WITH  THE^BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
THE  FIELD,  Dec.  81. — Via  London, 
Jan.  2.— (By  Philip  Gibbs).— Tonight 
It  is  another  New  Year's  Eve  and  the 
year  is  coming  to  us  with  the  aam* 
demands  and  th*  same  promises,  and 
the  only  difference  between  our  hopes 
upon  thia  night  and  those  of  a  year 
ago  is  that  by  the  atruggle  and  the  en- 
deavor of  the  past  twelve  months  the 
promise  very  near — very  near,  as  we 
hope  and  believe— Its  fulfilment  Guns 
will  speak  again  tonight  saluting  the 
first  day  of  the  last  year  of  the  war. 
The   last    year    If   we   have   luck. 

It  Is  raining  now;  soft  rain  Is  swept 
gustily  across  th*  fields  by  a  wind  ao 
mild  after  all  our  mild  weather  that 
it  seems  to  have  tha  breath  of  Spring 
in  It*  For  a  little  while  yesterday  this 
mildness  and  sunlight,  lying  over  tha 
battlefield,  and  the  strange,  rare  inac- 
tivity of  the  artillery  gave  one  for  a 
second  a  sense  that  peace  already  had 
come  and  the  victory  had  been  won. 

I  stood  looking  on  the  Neuvllle  St. 
Vaaat  and  Vlmy  ridge*.  All  the  scene 
was  quiet,  the  bright  sunlight  gleamed 
upon  the  broken  roofs  of  Neuvllle  and 
the  white  trenches  seemed;  abandoned. 
A  man  was  wandering  tip  the  road, 
where  six  months  before  he  would 
have  been  killed  before  he  had  gone  a 
hundred  yards.  It  looked  like  peace 
again,  but  It  was  only  the  false  mirage. 
There  Is  no  peace. 

Presently  a  battery  began  to  fire.  I 
saw  shells  bursting  over  the  enemy** 
position.  Now  and  again  there  was  the 
sullen  crump  of  a  German  "heavy." 
There   Is   no   peace   tonight. 

No  man  can  yet  say  with  what  face 
this  new  year  of  war  will  come.  Our 
soldiers  are  not  afraid  to  look  it  in  the 
face.  I  can  say  this  with  truth,  and 
they  are  glad  to  get  rid  of  the  old 
year,  and  they  greet  the  new  one  with 
enormous  uplifting  of  hearts  and  tre- 
mendous hope.  There  will  be  no  fears 
tonight  because  1916  Is  dead  and  done 
with. 

••Tanks"  at  Slay 

This  afternoon     I     renewed  acquaint- 
ance   with    the     tanks.      They      were   In 
frolicsome    mood,    doing    amazing    tricks 
as   though   in   sheer  lightheadedness   of 
spirit,    like    elderly    elephants    who    had 
heard   the  call  of  Spring.     These   groat 
monsters  were  sporting   in  fields  pitted 
with  shell   holes.     The  ground   beneath 
them  was  just  a  quagmire  of  mud  and 
slime.     I  hardly  believed  Brother  Tank 
could  move  in  It,  but  he  did  more  than 
move    In    It,    and  Icame    In    his    curious, 
stealthy  way,  nosing  forward:  he  halted 
a  moment  in  front  of  a  deep  crater,  and 
then    went   down    Into   it.    sweeping    the 
moist   earth    from    his    flanks   and    then 
crawled    up    on    th*      other      side,    very 
steadily,   to     some     trenches,   smashing 
through  their     parapets     and  straddling 
across  in  splendid  style. 
Other     tanks    cama .  Out    from     their 
(  lairs,      bore      down       through       hedges, 
climbed  up  steep  banks  and  manoeuvred 
for     position     like     land     dreadnoughts. 
But   the   greatest  achievement,   at   leaet 
the    most    spectacular    thing    done    by 
these  things  was  when  one  climbed  over 
a  high  breastwork  of  sandbags.     It  waa 
a  most  fearsome  and  fantastic  alght.and 
made  me  grow  cold  with  a  sudden  sense 
of  terror,   as   though   I   ware  a  German 
suddenly  confronted   by   this  monstrous 
apparition.      It   approached   tha    breast- 
work slowly,  halted  a  moment  and  then 
began   to  climb   up. 

Its  huge  form  lifted  Itself  higher  and 
higher,  aa  though  the  body  of  th*  beast 
was  craning  forward,  Ilka  a  **a  ele- 
phant challenging  a  rival.  Then  sud- 
denly It  plunged  down  th*  other  side 
with  a  sudden  swing  and  a  clank  of  Its 
gun  turrets.  These  tanks  taking  exer- 
cise were  a  comic  sight  aa  ludicrous  aa 
a  nightmare  from  which  on*  wakes 
laughing,  but  behind  them  la  a  sense  of 
the  horrible,  because  of  thslr  power  ss 
machines  of   death. 


LAST  worn 


Dr,  Hammann  Says  Germany 
and  Her  Allies  Then  Consid- 
ered 'Making  Offer— Hypoc- 
risy "Regarding  Belgium. 


BERLIN.  Jan.  2.— The  German  Im- 
pression of  th*  Entente's  repty  to  the 
peace  proposals  of  th*  Central  Powera 
was  reflected  today  in  a  atatement  made 
to  the  Oversea*  News  Agency  by  &>r. 
Hammann,  who.  until  th*  turn  of  the 
year,  waa  dlroctor  of  the  Intelligence 
department  of  tha  Foreign  Office.  This 
comment  was  not  baaed  on  the  official 
text  of  th*  Entente  reply,  aa  thus  far 
only  the  n*ws  press  reports  from  Paris 
have  been  received  here. 

Dr.  Hammann  said  ther*  waa  consid- 
eration by  Germany  and  her  allies  of  a 
peace  offer  dated  back  a*  far  aa  Octo- 
ber. At  that  time  the  intention  waa  en- 
tertained of  making  an  honest  and  sin- 
cere attempt  to  prevent  further  useless 
bloodshed.  Being  asked  as  to  the  gen- 
eral impression  created  by  th*  Entente 
reply,  he  aaid: 

Osss  of  Belgium 
"If  I  am  to  express  an  opinion  in  a 
few  words,  it  is  this: 

"Instead  of  talking  peace  around  a 
peace  table,  the  Entente  deliberation 
took  place  on  a  Judge's  chair.  Appar- 
ently the  Entente  forgot  nothing  that 
could  possibly  Influence  the  neutrals 
against  us. 

"The  point  of  the  accusation,  how- 
ever, to  which  the  largest  space  is  al- 
lotted in  the  Entente  note  Is  'the  mar- 
tyrdom of  Belgium.'  But  If  one  deBlres 
to  pass  Judgment  on  'the  martyrdom  of 
Belgium'  one  must  speak  beforehand  re- 
garding 'neutral  and  loyal  Belgium,' 
and  this  Belgium  had  ceased  to  exist 
long  before  the  war.  In  this  connection 
I  wish  to  single  out  one  point  which 
up  to  now  has  not  been  sufficiently  con- 
sidered— the  report  made  by  Baron 
Grelndl,  Belgian  Minister  at  Berlin, 
dated   December    23,    1911. 

"This  clear-sighted  statesman  then 
explained  forcibly  that  already  at  that 
time  the  Entente  was  Inspired  by  noth- 
ing but  the  one  thought  of  encircling 
Germany  from  the  north.  As  proof  of 
this  Baron  Grelndl  quoted  the  outcry 
started  In  Paris  and  London  a  short 
time  before  when  the  Dutch  plan  to 
fortify  Flushing  had  been  made  known. 
Baron  Grelndl  then  said: 

"  'The  reason  why  they  wished  that 
the  Secheldt  remain  without  defence 
was  not  concealed.  In  this  they  ad- 
mitted their  purpose  to  be  able  to  trans- 
port an  English  garrison  to  Antwerp 
Without  hindrance,  thus  creating  In 
Belgium  a  basis  for  operations  In  the 
direction  of  the  Lower  Rhine  and  .West- 
phalia." 

Baron  Grindl  reported  that  the  plan 
was  arranged  In  such  a  manner  that 
the  English  auxiliary  army  was  not  to 
be  landed  on  the  Belgian  coast,  but 
In  the  adjoining  French  ports.  This 
same  plan  of  an  English  landing  in 
order  to  threaten  Germany  was  equal- 
ly hinted  at  as  imminent  by  Lord 
Roberts  during  the  last  Moroccan 
crisis.  In  such  circumstances  it  most 
certainly  would  have  been  an  easy 
thing  for  Belgium,  after  the  German 
question  in  191*  (whether  Belgium 
would  permit  the  passage  of  German 
troops)  to  take  her  armies  back  to 
Antwerp  and  then  let  the  Germans 
under  protest  march  through  the 
country. 

"How  little  »uch  action  would  ha.v* 
violated  the  spirit  of  existing  condi- 
tions may  be  understood  If  one  re- 
calls the  secret  clauses  of  the  treaty 
of  1881.  In  them  certain  agreements 
from  former  times  were  maintained 
which  reserve,  as  well  to  England  as 
to  Germany,  the  right  to  occupy  a 
Belgian    fortress." 

Principle  of  sTattonality 
"In  addition  to  this  th*  question  of 
principle  of  nationality  plays  a  large 
part  in  tha  answer  of  the  Entente. 
What  Importance  must  be  attached  to 
this  principle  in  the  present  situa- 
tion?" 

In  his  reply  Director  Hammann  em- 
phasised   every    word: 

"No  nation,"  he  said,  "is  better  able 
to  understand  this  principle  than  Ger- 
many, for  no  great  civilized  nation 
has  suffered  so  much,  has  been  forced 
to  struggle  ao  greatly  because  of  be- 
ing suppressed  and  dismembered  by 
neighboring   races. 

"Germany  has  been  brutally  treated 
for  centuries  by  her  neighbors,  de- 
spite thia  principle  of  'nationalities. 
Yet  in  1846 — exactly  60  years  ago — 
that  is  in  the  Nimolsburg  peace  (clos- 
ing*-the  war  between  Prussia  and  Aus- 
tria), the  clausa  was  inserted  upon 
the  demand  .  of  Napoleon  III,  which 
left  open  for  the  southern  German 
states  the  conclusion  of  a,  separate 
confederation. 

"The    leading,    but      unavowed.      Idea 
was   then   to   found   a  new   Rhlnebund."

Message  Sent  to  Outside  Woild 
Through  Neutral  That  Wo- 
men and  Children  Are  Starv- 
ing—Revolution Talked  Of. 


LONDON.  Jan.  2. — The  Dally  Express- 
Amsterdam   correspondent   wires: 

"We  are  starving.  Tell  everybody 
outside  Germany  we  are  starving.  If 
our  soldiers  can  stand  It  any  longer, 
we  cannot.  We  women  of  Germany 
cannot  go  on  seeing  our  children  suf- 
fering deprivation  and  hunger.  We 
cannot  and  will  not.  Death  is  better 
than  such  a  life.  Tell  them,  ask  them 
to  have  pity  on  us  If  our  own  govern- 
ment baa  not.  Tell  them  we  are  starv- 
ing." 

Thla  Is  tbe  pathetic  New  Year  mes- 
sage which  a  special  correspondent 
whom  the  Amsterdam  correspondent 
sent  on  a  mission  of  inquiry  into  West- 
ern Germany  brought  back  for  publica- 
tion in  The  Dally  Express.  The  cor- 
respondent is  a  neutral  merchant  of 
high  standing  and  character,  and  the 
Amsterdam  correspondent  undertaken 
to  vouch  for  anything  he  says.  He 
visited  a  number  of  small  towns  near 
the  Dutch  frontier,  spent  a  fortnight  In 
Cologne  and  several  days  in  Hanover. 
People  In  Misery 

The  misery  In  the  little  towns  of 
Northwestern  Germany  Is  terrible,  de- 
spite the  continual  smuggling  of  food- 
si  urts  from  Holland.  The  people  In  Co- 
logne had  not  had  milk  for  four  weeks, 
except  the  children  under  six,  who  re- 
ceive less  than  a  pint  daily.  There  has 
been  no  genuine  coffee  for  montha;  only 
an  undrlnkable  substitute  made  with 
barley  and  sold  at  a  high  price.  Beans, 
rice  and  dried  vegetables  are  unheard 
of,  except  In  the  legendary  pre-war 
stories,  while  fresh  vegetables  are  all 
seized  by  Batocki  for  the  army's  use. 
The  same  remark  applies  to  cheese  and 
tea. 

Every  market  day  rioting  takes  place 
between  buyers,  and  often  between  the 
buyers  and  the  police.  On  December  12 
two  women  were  killed  in  the  open 
market  place  of  Cologne  by  revolver 
shots  from  the  police  because  they  were 
quarreling   about  the  dearth  of  food. 

According  to'the  correspondent,  there 
are  plenty  of  signs  of  progress  of  rev- 
olutionary Ideas.  It  was  merely  to 
stem  this  threatening  tide  that  peace 
overtures  have  been  made.  Everybody 
in  Germany  knows  that  the  Emperor, 
the  government  and  the  military 
clique  are  between  two  abysses — the 
revolution  within  and.  defeat  without. 
The  empire's  soldiers  on  furlough  dis- 
cuss openly  In  the  streets  the  topics 
and  revolution  and  a  German  republic 
without  soldiers. 

aUbeUlona   Soldiers 

The  spirit  of  soldiers  on  furlough, 
whom  the  correspondent  observed,  was 
extraordinary  and  almost  incredible. 
Many  refuse  to  return  to  the  front,  and 
have  to  be  brought  out  of  their  homes 
by  soldiers  with  bayonets  and  be  sent 
to   the  city   prison. 

As  to  the  future,  there  is  no  hope 
except  In  the  Allies  magnanimity  in 
ending  the  war  now.  Nobody  even 
hopes  for  a  decent  peace,  let  alone  a 
good    peace. 

The  correspondent  heard  it  said 
among  all  classes  of  society  that  in  the 
Spring  of  1917  famine  will  surely 
come.  If  there  Is  no  peace,  then  revo- 
lution   will   break   out   in   Germany. 

This  Is  not  mere  rumor.  It  seems  to 
be  the  firm  Intention  of  the  German 
working  classes,  who  are  the  greatest 
sufferers  by  the  war.  Revolution  Is 
the  great  topic  of  conversation.  The 
people  are  not  agreed  on  the  means, 
but  the  belief  seems  spreading  that 
revolution  is  the  only  means  of  rem- 
edy for  Germany's  present  troubles. 

There  Is  In  Hanover  also  much  talk 
about  revolution  and  suppression  of  the 
Hohenzollerns.  A  leading  town  coun- 
cillor Bald  to  the  correspondent:  "Yes. 
we  shall  all  starve  In  April.  We  know 
It.  But  who  knows  whether  a  German 
republic  will  not  be  proclaimed  before 
then?"

Germany's  Massing  of  Troops 
and  Digging  of  Trenches 
Near  Border  Are  Regarded 
as  Ominous. 


.  PARIS,  Jan.  2. — The  following  vari- 
ous unofficial  statements  concerning 
Switzerland's  action  in  case  Germany 
violates  her  neutrality  come  in  special 
telegrams  to  various  Paris  newspapers 
from  Swiss  correspondents,  who  de- 
scribe the  feverish  trench-digging  ac- 
tivities of  the  Germans  Just  across  the 
Swiss  frontier  and  the  massing  of 
troops   near   the    border. 

Marcel  Mutln,  in  The  Echo  de  Paris, 
writes: 

"We  should  be  doubtful  of  Germany's 
excuses  for  concentrating  troops  In 
Sundgau,  at  the  Swiss  frontier,  and  no 
one  should  be  deceived  by  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  German  trench  lines, 
barbed  wired,  along  the  Holland  fron- 
tier. We  must  watch  carefully  all  our 
frontiers." 

Louis  Bresse.  In  Le  Rappel,  writes: 

"If  Paris  were  situated  where  Lyons 
Is,  this  (violation  of  Swiss  neutrality* 
would  have  occurred  a  long  time  ago. 
It  is  not  only  for  commerce  that  Ger- 
man tnterests  constructed  at  Baal*  one 
of  the  world's  greatest  railroad  yards, 
but  really  to  control  the  traffic  and  In- 
sure the  mastery  of  Rhine  navigation." 

The  writer  explains  that  a  thrust  Into 
France  through  Switzerland  would  turn 
all  French  defensive  works  in  the  east 
and  enable  the  Germans  to  strike  at 
Verdun  from  the  rear  and  flank.  The 
writer  ends  by  asking  tf  the  German 
Swiss  will   be  loyal   to  Switzerland.

TAXATION  IN  INDIA 

nuance    Minister    Combats     Contention 
That   Burden   la    Zaavy — Compar- 
ison  With   Other  Count*!** 

SIMLA.  India,  Jan.  2.— "So  far  from 
the  people  of  India  groaning  under  an 
enormous  burden  of  taxation,  India  is 
one  of  the  most  lightly  taxed  countries 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,"  according  to 
Sir  William  Meyer,  Minister  of  Finance 
for  India,  in  response  to  the  charges 
of  over-taxation  preferred  by  so-called 
extremists. 

The  total  revenues.  Imperial  and 
provincial,  for  the  current  year,  during 
which  some  additional  taxation  was  Im- 
posed, amounted  to  flO.500,000.  Sir  Wil- 
liam said,  snd  this  sum  distributed 
among  the  214.000,000  peoplo  of  British 
India  gave  a  resultant  contribution  per 
capita  of  only  seven  shillings.  He 
pointed  out  that  In  three  other  Asiatic 
countries,  Japan,  Slam  and  the  Dutch 
Indies,  the  rat*  per  head  was  much 
higher,  being  23  shillings  tn  Japan.  13 
shillings  and  I  pence  In  Slam  and  11 
shillings  aad  S  pence  tn  th*  Dutch  In- 
dies 

The  Finance  Minister  said  the  land 
revenue  has  been  one  of  th*  point*  upon 
which    opponents     of     th*     Government 


have  been  moat  bitter;  it  being  claimed 
that  the  farmer  was  kept  in  poverty 
by  taxation.  Sir  William  stated  that  of 
the  total  revenue  of  fM.SOO.OOO  for  this 
year,  about  £22,000,000  was  derived  from 
the  land.  India  being  an  agricultural 
country.

It  haa  been  said  that  the  law  can- 
not take  exceptional  caaea  Into  account, 
but  the  "Saturday  half-holiday  law  la  It- 
self exceptional  legislation  and  can  only 
be  Juetifled  on  the  ground  that  it  la 
calculated  to  do  the  greatest  food  to 
the  greatest  number;  and  we  venture  to 
aay  that,  If  the  advantage  to  the  em- 
ployeea  could  be  weighed  In  a  balance 
against  the  losa  to  employers  and  the 
Inconvenience  to  the  public,  the  latter 
would    be  found    to    be   far   the   greater. 
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jThe    Dominion    Government,    in    con- 
sultation and  co-operation  with  the  Pro- 
vincial  Government,    la   to   take   up   Im- 
mediately the  problem  that  wl»  be  pre- 
sented  by    the   return   of   soldiers    from 
tfce  war.

Regarded    from    a    British    Columbia 
standpoint,    the    principal    thing    to   be 
considered     in     this  connection  Is     the 
utilization  of  the-  vast  natural  resources 
•f  the  Province  in  providing  occupation 
for  men  who  need  It.    Agriculture  is  one 
•t  these  resources,  but  by  no  means  is 
it  the  only  one  nor  that  most  likely  to 
*o    attractive    to    the    discharged    men. 
pur   Coast    and    deep-sea    fisheries,    our 
timber  wealth  and   our  great   stores  of 
minerals  may  all  be'  employed  so  as  to 
•Jive    work    at    remunerative    wages    to 
tens  of  thousands  of  men.     An  Impor- 
tant step  to  be  taken  will  be  the  mak- 
ing  of   adequate   provision   for    the   de- 
fence   of    the    Pacific    Coast   of    Canada 
against    any    possible    enemy.      A    large 
number   of  men   might   be  employed   in 
such  work  for  several  years.     There  has 
been  talk  of  employing  as  many  men  as 
might    offer    in    the    construction    of    a 
transcontinental     motor-road.     We     are 
not  opposed   to  such  a  work,  but  we  do 
assert   without  hesitation   that  devotion 
of  the  money  Involved  1ft  auch  a  road  to 
the    purpose    of   making    this    Coast   as 
safe  from  an  enemy  as  it  can  be  made 
would   serve  a   much   more   useful    pur- 
pose. 

We  think  it  desirable  that  anything  In 
the  nature  of  relief  work  should  be 
avoided  if  possible  and  that  the  eftort 
ought  to  be  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  that  will  present  Itself  to 
Increase  the  industrial  efficiency  of  the 
returning  men  and  to  direct  their  labor 
along  Uses  that  will  be  permanently 
beneficial  to  themselves  as  well  as  to 
the  country.  This,  we  suggest,  ought  to 
be  the  dominating  principle  In  the  after- 
the-war  policy. 


This  Is  the  887th  day  of  the  war, 
reckoning  the  beginning  from  Germany's 
declaration  against  Russia.  It.  is  the 
883rd  since  Great  Britain  declared  war 
on  Germany. 

There  has  been  very  little  news  of  ac- 
tual fighting  for  several  days,  the  chief 
scene   of  activity    having   been   In   Rou- 
manla.    from    which    conflicting    reports 
have    been    received.      Of   rumors   as    to 
the   future   there  is  no   lack.      It   is  an- 
nounced that  Turkey  has  denounced  the 
treaties  under  which  her  existence  as  an 
Independent  nation  was  secured.     She  is 
quite    within    her    rights   in   doing   this. 
The  explanation  offered  is  that  she  de- 
sires to  be  in  a  position  to  negotiate  a 
separate  peace.     Another  rumor  declares 
that    Bulgaria    is    weary   of    being   Ger- 
many's  tool  and   desires   to  make  peace 
at    the   earliest    possible    day.      Another 
dears  with   the  possibility  of  a  German 
invasion   of  Switzerland   in  the  hope  of 
reaching    southern    France    by    such    a 
route.      The  preparations   said    to   be   In 
progress  for  that  purpose  would  involve 
Swiss    territory    becoming   a   battlefield. 
We    do    not    believe    the    Swiss    would 
permit    this,    but    would,    like    the    Bel- 
gians, oppose  an  Invading  force. 

A  story  of  destitution  and  hunger  in 
Germany  comes  by  way  of  Holland.  The 
dlssatiafaction  of  the  people  Is  said  to 
be  profound  and  there  Is  open  talk  of 
revolution.  While  such  reports  must  be 
accepted  with  more  or  less  allowance, 
we  think  abundant  ground  exists  for  be- 
lieving them  to  be  well  founded.  One 
form  of  the  rumor  is  that  revolution 
may  be  expected  before  April,  otherwise 
starvation   will  come  in  that  month.

thirteen  states,  remained  vested  in  the 
People,  and  that  residue,  coupled  with 
which  is  the  power  to  annul  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  Constitution,  consti- 
tute what  Is  known  as  popular  sover- 
eignty.

Our    governmental    institutions    Orig- 
inated   with    the    exercise    of      plenary 
powers   by  an   individual,  who   by  elec- 
tion,   personal    prowess   ©r    some    other 
reason   was  recognised  as   the  bead  of 
the  tribe  or  nation.     From    this   begin- 
ning   the    British    system    has    "broad- 
ened   slowly    down    from    precedent    to 
precedent,"    uttll    it    has    become    what 
It    la   today.     It   has    passed    through    a 
great  variety  of  stages  and   the  move- 
ment has  not  always   been  progressive. 
There  have    been   peaceful  and   warlike 
struggles;    one    king    was    executed;    a 
commonwealth  was  set  up;  a  king  was 
driven    from    the    kingdom;    a    foreign 
Prince    was    given     the      crown:      but 
through  all   these  changes   there  never 
was  any  doubt  that  every  power  neces-

The  Saanich  School  Trustees  will  meet 
.the  Victoria  School  Board  today  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  establishment 
of  a  department  for  instruction   in  ele- 
mentary agriculture    in    connection  with 
the  High  School.     We  hope  the  negotat- 
tlons  Will  be     carried     to     a  successful 
conclusion.     As   has   been   well   said   by 
one  of  the  Saanich  Trustees,  "the  tend- 
ency  of  school      education      is      to   lead 
young  people  to  become  consumers  and 
not  producers."     Girls  and  boys  are  be- 
ing equipped  more  or  less  efficiently  for 
indoor  Jobs.     To  enable  pupils   to  leave 
school   and   get   work   in    some   office   is 
not   Indeed     the     object     of  the  modern 
school  curriculum,   but  that  Is  its  tend- 
ency.    Manual  training  is  counteracting 
this  to  some  extent,  but  as  yet  nothing 
is  being  done  to  offset  the  Influences  at 
work   to   lead    young  people  away    from 
the    farm,     nothing   to   show    them    that 
in     agriculture     there    Is    Just    as    great 
an  opening  for  the  application  of.  knowl- 
edge, skill  and  industry  to  profitable  re- 
sults as  in  any  other  department  of  in- 
dustry.

The  decision  of  the  Manitoba  Court 
of  Appeals  on  the  question  of  direct 
legislation  seems  to  have  come  as  a 
surprise  to  many  people,  chiefly  be- 
cause the  basis  of  the  decision  is  that 
popular  sovereignty  does  not  exist  tn 
Canada,  but  that  our  legislative  bodies 
have  only  such  authority  as  has  been 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Imperial 
Parliament.  We  do  not  see  how  the 
correctness  of  this  view  can  be  called 
In  question. 

The  Idea  of  popular  sovereignty  orig- 
inated In   the   I'utted   States  and   was  a 
necessary    consequence   of   the   declara- 
tion  of   Independence    from    Great    Bri- 
tain by  the  Thirteen  Colonies.

powers   were  delegated    to  the   Federal 
authorities   as   were   thought   necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  orderly  administra- 
tion.

Court;  had  no  inherent  jurisdiction  and 
was    only    authorised    to    exercise   suck 
powers  as  wore  exprtealy   given  to  Ha 
respective    part,.

Considering    the    amount   of    thought 
and   attention    bestowed   on    the  art    of 
war   by    the  ancients,  says   The   United 
Service  Magazine,  It  la  strange  that  so 
little    Information   regarding   the    meth- 
ods    of     transmitting      orders      among 
their    armies    and    fleeta    should    have 
filtered    down    to    modern    times.      For, 
as    the   Greek"  historian.   Polybius,   who' 
lived. In  the  second  century  B.  C.   very 
Justly     observed,      "opportunity    U     ot 
great    advantage   in   all    things,  but   es- 
pecially   in    war;    and    among    the    sev- 
eral  things    which    have    been    invented 
to  enable  man  to  seize  It.  nothing  can 
be    more    conclusive   to   that   end    thun 
signals." 

The  earliest  recorded  means  of  con- 
veying Intelligence  rapidly  over  great 
distance  was  by  the  human  voice. 
Thua.  when  the  King  of  Persia  in- 
vaded Greece  (460  B.C.)  he  is  stated 
to  have  posted  sentries  at  suitable 
distances  apart,  the  whole  way  from 
Susa  to  Athens,  by  which  means  news 
could  be  transmitted  at  the  rate  of 
450  miles  in  48  hours. 

According  to  Caesar,  the  same 
method  was  In  use  among  the  Gauls, 
who,  he  tells  us,  when  desirous  or 
transmitting  important  intelligence,  or 
In  need  of  help,  uhoirted  the  news  front 
Place  to  place;  and  that  thus  the  mas- 
sacre of  the  Romans  in  Orleans,  at 
sunrise,  was  known  at  Auvergne.'  U'O 
miles  away,  between  8  and  S  o'clock 
the   same  evening. 

Obviously,  auch  a  method  would  be 
liable  to  Interruption  by  weather.  But; 
as  human  life  was  little  accounted 
among  the  ancients,  the  normal  line 
of  shouters  would,  doubtless,  be  sup- 
planted   when   need   arose. 

A  proposal  Is  said  to  have  been  made 
to  Alexander  the  Great  (356-322  B.  t\ ) 
by  a  native  of  Sldon  for  establishing 
an  "Infallible  method"  of  communica- 
tion between  Greece  and  his  remote 
conquests  In  India  within  the  space 
of  five  days.  The  king,  however,  re- 
garding the  proposer  aa  an  impostor, 
declined  even  to  consider  It,  the  fate 
of  many  a  valuable  suggestion  In  our 
own  times. 

Another  method  which  originated  in 
the  mists  of  antiquity,  was  by  means 
of  pigeons,  it  is  related  by  Pliny  that 
when  the  city  of  Modena  waa  besieged 
by  Antony  he  aought  to  prevent  all 
communication  with  the  outside  world 
by  drawing  lines  around  it  and 
wtretchlng  nets  across  the  river.  Decl- 
mus  Brutus  (d  43  B.  C),  who  waa  In 
charge  of  the  defence,  was  able  to 
laugh  at  these  precautions  by  using 
pigeons,  to  whose  feet  letters  were 
fastened,  which  duly  reached  their  des- 
tinations, "of  what  use  were  An- 
tonys entrenchments  and  aenttnels, 
and  of  what  service  were  all  the  nets 
he  Bpread,"  asked  Pliny,  "when  tho 
new  courier  took  his  route  through  thb 
alrr

He  spoke  on  labor 
conditions,  taxation,  now  and  in  the  fu- 
ture,    transportation,     immigration,  far- 
mers'  credits   and   parliamentary   repre- 
sentation.   Mr.  W.  Patterson,  who  is  the 
honorary  secretary-treasurer  for  the  pro- 
visional committee,  followed  Mr.  Palmer 
a;id  strongly  urged  all  to  Join  the  move- 
ment and  give  farmers  the  strength  that 
should  be  theirs  to  place  them  all  on  an 
equality    with    other    Industries.     Speak- 
ing  of   parliamentary   representation    he 
said   "we  should   have  In  the  Provincial 
House     at     least     twenty-five     members 
looking   after    the   Interests   of  agricul- 
ture.    This   statement   was   heartily  en- 
dorsed.    A  discussion  followed.     It  was 
moved  by  Mr.  W.  O.  Sweatman  and  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  P.  D.  Him*,  that  the  meet- 
ing  organize   along    the   lines   proposed.

MAJOR  J.  F.  CAMPBELL 

IS  AWARDED  THE  lit 


Son  of  Capt,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Campbell  Gains  Distinction 
for  Gallantry  Displayed  at 
Courcelette. 


MAJOR  J.   F.   CAMPBELL 


Major  John  F.  Campbell  1b  mentioned 
among-  the  Canadians  who  have  been 
recently  decorated  with  the  Military 
Cross  for  conspicuous  gallantry  In  the 
field.  It  is  practically  certain  that  this 
officer  is  the  son  of  Capt.  the  Rev.  J. 
Campbell,  of  "Breadalbane,"  Fort  Street, 
who  is  chaplain  of  the  60th  Gordon 
Highlanders. 

Private  advices  received  by  his  rela- 
tive* state  that  Major  Campbell  was 
some  time  ago  recommended  for  a  dec- 
oration in  recognition  of  his^ourage 
and  resource  alt  the  flyrh-tlnir  around 
Courcelette  last^mfl.  He  was  placed 
In  charge  of  300  men  and  given  orders 
to  establish  a  position  wherefrom  the 
British  might  direct  their  Are  upon  the 
enemy.  Major  Campbell  constructed  a 
road  to  the  objective  and,  under  heavy 
fire  from  the  enemy,  managed  to  clear 
the  way  for  bringing  up  the  guns. 
While  a  number  of  men  were  lost  in  the 
undertaking,  it  accomplished  the  ob- 
ject and  the  guns  were  able  to  drive 
back  the  Germans  a  considerable  dis- 
tance. 

In  civil  life  Major  Campbell  was  a 
land  surveyor,  being  associated  with 
the  firm  of  Gore  &  McGregor.  While 
in  the  surveying  business  he  spent  some 
three  years  at  Fort  George.  In  August, 
1914,  he  enlisted  with  the  60th  Gordon 
Highlanders,  a  regiment  which  is  al- 
ready represented  at  the  front  by  many 
soldiers  who  have  won  distinction  in 
this  war — to  mention  a  few  of  them: 
Major-General  Currie,  C.B.,  Brigadier- 
General  Garnet  B.  Hughes,  C.M.G.,  and 
I-.teut.-Col.  Lome  Ross,  D.S.O.  He  sub- 
sequently was  transferred  to  the  48  th 
Battalion  and  took  out  a  commission  as 
lieutenant  in  that  unit.  He  was  made 
captain  and  major  in  rapid  succession 
after  reaching  the  scene  of  battle,  and 
these  promotions  were  fully  deserved 
by  the  splendid  service  which  he  gave 
his  battalion.  The  48th  became  a  pio- 
neer unit  after  reaching  England.  Be- 
fore Joining  the  Gordon  Highlanders  he 
served  some  four  or  more  years  with 
the  6th  Regiment,  C.G.A.,  so  he  was  not 
without  military  experience  when  the 
war  broke  out.  He  has  three  brothers, 
two  of  whom  have  returned  disabled 
by  wounds,  while  the  third  is  still  on 
active    service.

Victoria  may  be  chosen  by  the  Im- 
perial Government  as  a  suitable  place 
for  the  establishment  of  an  extensive 
aviation  depot,  where  Canadians  can  toe 
trained  fpr  overseas  service  with  the 
Royal  Flying  Corps. 

Capt/ Lord  Alastair  Innes-Ker,  R.F.C., 
who  was  in  the  city  for  a  short  time 
last  week,  returned  yesterday  and 
spent  most  of  the  time  in  consultation 
with  Capt.  C.  Tweedale,  district  intelli- 
gence officer.  Work  Point,  discussing 
with  him  the  various  questions  that 
would  have  to  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion befere  finally  making  arrangements 
for  establishing  the  proposed  depot 
here. 

In  company  with  Capt.  Tweedale, 
Lord  Innes-Ker  is  paying  a  vlsit'to  Sid- 
ney this  morning  and  will.,  make  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  camp  site 
which  was  occupied  last  Summer  by 
the  143rd  and  231st  Battalions  and  the 
Yukon  Infantry  Company  as  training 
quarters.  The  open  country  in  that  dis- 
trict is  said  to  be  admirably  suited  for 
the  locating  there  of  an  aerodrome,  and 
the  sheltered  position  which  it  enjoys 
from  the  strong  winds  which  prevail  In 
the  southeast  of  the  Island  is  another 
point  In  Its  favor. 

If  it  is  Anally  decided  to  make  Vic- 
toria, or  Sidney,  the  site  for  the  depot, 
it  is  understood  that  Lord  Innes-Ker, 
who  is  representing  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment in  the  matter,  will  notify  the 
British  authorities  of  his  decision  and 
the  undertaking  will  at  once  be  begun 
and  the  institution  made  one  of  a  chain 
of  similar  establishments  throughout 
Canada.

The  depot  which  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment Intends  to  build  somewhere  on 
this  Coast  will  consist  of  a  large  aero- 
drome, housing  several  machines,  and 
with  facilities  for  giving  Instruction  to 
thirty  recruits  at  *  trme.  "under  the 
supervision  of  one  or  more?  experienced 
officers  who  have  seen  actual  service 
with  the  Flying  Corp*.

PTE.   THOMAS   DIXON 

Killed    in    Action. 


Pte.  Thomas  Dixon,  who  was  re- 
ported missing  on  November  11,  has 
been  Hilled  in,  action,  according-  to 
yesterday's  casualty  list.  Pte.  Samuel 
Walker,  of  the  67th,  was  killed  on  No- 
vember 23   while  bringing  In  wounded. 

Pte.  Dixon  was  a  brother  of  Mr.  I.  B. 
Dixon,  of  1622  Camosun  Street.  He 
was  employed  by  Messrs.  Knott  Bros, 
before  war  broke  out,  when  he  Joined 
the  60th  Gordon  Highlanders.  He  sub- 
sequently arranged  for  a,  transfer,  to 
the  62nd  Battalion,  and  with  that  unit 
he  went  overseas.  He  was  again  trans- 
ferred upon  arriving  In  England  to  the 
47 Ih  Battalion,  and  he  had  been  some 
four  months  at  the  front  when  he  met 
his  death.  He  is  a  Canadian  by  birth 
and  42  years  of  age,  having  come  here 
from    Winnipeg    ten   years    ago. 

Pte.  Walker  was  a  member  of  the 
stretcher  bearers  of  the  67th,  Western 
Scots  (Pioneers),  and  before  enlisting 
was  a  prominent  member  of  the  T.M. 
C.A.,  as  such  being  exceedingly  popu- 
lar with  all  those  associated  with 
that  organization.  He  was  about  27 
years  of  age,  and  came  here  from 
England  several  years  ago.  He  was  a 
talented  pianist,  and  his  services  were 
of  great  value  at  the  various  concerts 
given  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  huts  behind  the 
firing  line.  His  mother  died  some  time 
ago,  but  his  father  is  still  living  at 
the    old    home    In    Berkshire,    England.

Time  Has  Expired  for  Holders 
of  Government  Lands  to 
Come  in  Under  Terms  of 
Soldiers'  Homestead  Act. 


y 
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Yesterday  was  yie  last  day  on  which 
holdera  of  lands  purchased  from  the 
Provincial  Government  were  permitted 
to  pay  up  arrears  In  order  that  they 
rnlsht  take  advantage  of  tho  provisions 
of  the  Soldiers'  Homestead  Act  paused 
at   tho  last  aeaalon  of  tho   Legislature. 

Then  It  waa  estimated  that  there 
were  about  1,(00,000  acres  held  by  pur- 
chaser* on  time  payments  and  on  which 
there  was  due  to  the  Government  some 
111,000,000.  The  Homesteads  Act  pro- 
vided that  unless  arrears  on  this  land 
were  paid  up  by  December  SI  the  land 
should  revert  to  the  Government,  but  it 
was  also  provided  that  holdera  might, 
before  December  IS  last,  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Government  to  be  allotted 
suoh  proportion  of  their  holdings  as' 
would  amount,  in  value,  to  the  amount 
of  money  paid  on  account  of  purchases. 

The  idea  of  the  Government  was  that 
while  such  a  plan  would  protect  pur- 
chasers to  the  extent  of  the  money  they 
had  paid  In.  it  would  also  supply  a 
large  amount  of  good  land  aa  a  nucleus 
for  the  area  which  It  was  proposed 
should  be  available  for  the  returned 
soldier. 

While  the  definite  figure*  are  not  yet 
available  It  la  considered  likely  that 
about  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  lands 
on  which  are  arrears  will  revert  to  the 
Government  as  the  holders  have  not  paid 
up  their  arrears.  What  amount  of  ar- 
rears have  been  paid  up  by  holders 
Who  are  desirous  of  aecurlng  allotments 
Is  not  known  but  yesterday  there  was 
taken  in  at  the  land  department  between 
1180,000  and  IIOO.OOO.  one  big  land  con- 
cern putting  In  a  cheque  for  $110,000. 


ON  EiMOIJM 


Petition  to  Council  Signed  by 
Ten  in  Place  of  Nine  Hun- 
dred— Protest  Saturday  Af- 
ternoon Market. 


A  petition  asking  the  city  council  to 
submit  a  referendum  on  changing  the 
weekly  half-holiday  from  Saturday  to 
Wednesday  was  presented  to  the  city 
council  last  night.  It  was  not  consid- 
ered by  the  aldermen,  however,  after 
it  was  discovered  that  it  waa  signed 
by  only  Mr.  N.  W.  Dobeson,  of  Leigh- 
ton  Road,  and  nine  others.  The  peti- 
tion to  be  effective  should  have  been 
signed  by  900  persons,  which  number 
would  be  ten  per  cent  of  the  number 
or  qualified   voters  of  the  city. 

"On  behalf  of  several  of  the  retail 
clerks  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
enjoying  the  Saturday  half-holiday,  I 
wish  to  enter  a  protest  In  regard  to  the 
petition  that  will  be  presented  to  you 
asking  for  a  referendum  vote,  because 
many  of  those  who  have  signed  It  are 
not  on  the  voters'  list,"  wrote  Mr.  J.  B. 
McCallum,  of  13SS  Pandora  Avenue.  Mr. 
Mcttfcllum  was  Informed  that  his  pro- 
test was  unnecessary,  as  even  If  those 
who  signed  were  all  on  the  voters'  list 
there  were  Just  one-hundredth  of  th* 
number  there  should  have  been  for  the 
council    to   take   any   notice   of  at  all. 

In  connection  with  the  Saturday  half- 
holiday,  Mr.  H.  A.  Dibble,  secretary 
of  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association, 
protested  against  the  publlo  market 
being  allowed  to  remain  open  after 
one  o'clock  on  Saturdays  for  the  sale 
of  meats,  nsh  and  other  articles,  which 
are  not  exempt,  in  violation  of  the 
Weekly  Half-Holiday  Act.  while  our 
merchants  in  the  same  lines  of  bust* 
ness   are    obliged    to    remain    closed. 

"This  we  feel  is  very  unfair  to  our 
merchants  who  have  Invested  their 
capital  In  their  business,  who  are  the 
employers  of  no  small  amount  of  la- 
bor, who  contribute  their  share  to  the 
expense  of  the  upkeep  of  this  city, 
through  the  payment  of  taxes  and 
who,  let  us  hope,  are  all  qualified  elec- 
tors of  this  municipality,  while  a  very 
large  majority  of  the  market  stall  own- 
ers are  not  even  taxpayers,  qualified 
electors,  or  have  any  Investments  In 
the  city  of  Victoria,"  continued  Mr. 
Dibble. 

"Certainly  some  one  has  been  violat- 
ing the  terms  of  the  Act  In  a  most 
flagrant  manner.  This  has  continued 
since  July  1  last,  and  we  feel  that  we 
are  entitled  to  know  who  Is  responsible 
for  these  Infractions  of  the  law,  and 
what  assurances  may  be  had  for  an 
Immediate   remedy  of  the  same." 

Alderman  Johns,  chairman  of  the 
market  committee,  declared  ■  that  the 
merchants  had  some  cause  for  com- 
plaint, and  the  matter  was  referred  to 
his  committee  for  report.

The  chief's  report  Is  replete  with  Infor- 
mation concerning  the  department's  activi- 
ties, the  material  now  In  service,  etc  He 
comments  upon  the  Improved  alarm  sys- 
tem since  the  new  apparatus  was  Installed 
on  the  top  floor  of  police-  headquarters;  the 
Increase  of  sixteen  street  boxes  by  which 
Improved  fscllltles  have  been  given,  and 
to  the  fact  that  when  fourteen  more  boxes 
now  on  hand  are  Installed  the  alarm  sys- 
tem will  be  ample  for  a  city  the  else  of 
Victoria.

The  Health  Department  le  to  be  re- 
organized. Just  when,  in  what  respect, 
or  how,  the  Council  as  a  body,  or  as  in- 
dividual members,  was  not  able  to  de- 
cide 

The  demand  for  reorganization  waa 
brought  up  by  Alderman  Bell,  who  was 
chairman  of  the  special  committee  which 
during  the  last  two  weeks  has  been  in- 
vestigating the  Irregularities  In  the  de- 
partment. 

"After  hearing  all  the  evidence  ad- 
duced and  the  argument  of  counsel  on 
behalf  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer,  it  waa  re- 
solved by  this  committee  that  the  ma- 
terial or  serious  complaints  made 
against  the  conduct  of  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector have  not  been  substantiated." 
This  was  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee 

The  demand  for  reorganization  was 
made  by  Alderman  Bell  Independently 
of  the  report  of  the  committee.  "For 
a  year.  If  not  longer,,  there  has  been  a' 
little  friction  in  this  department  be- 
tween the  Medical  Health  Officer  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,"  said  Alderman  Bell. 
"And  we  can't  forget  that  during  the 
investigation  it  was  brought  out  that 
some  things  have  developed  that  we 
would  like  to  see  changed  a  little" 

Alderman  Bell  pointed  out  that  the 
friction  was  partly  caused  by  the  fact 
that  Medical  Health  Officer  Dr.  O.  A.  B. 
Hall  has  been  working  under  the  city's 
bylaw  which  gives  him  complete  control 
of  his  department,  while  Sanitary  In- 
spector Lancaster  has  been  working  un- 
der the  Provincial  statute,  which  makes 
him  independent  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  In  many  ways. 

"It  Is  not  a  Question  of  the  capability 
of  the  two  men,"  said  Alderman  Peden. 
"The  trouble  Is  we  can't  get  harmony  In 
the  department  between  them.'' 

An  effort  was  made  to  have  the  mat- 
ter, shifted  on  to  the  new  Council,  but 
Alderman  Todd  protested,  declaring  that 
the  present  Council  should  take  up  the 
unpleasant  task.  The  aituation  was  then 
handed  over  to  the  Health  Committee, 
consisting  of  Aldermen  Peden  and  Johna, 
to  be  advlaed  by  Alderman  Bell,  for  re- 
port. 

Protests  against  Inquiry 

Dr.  Hall.  Medical  Health  Officer,  for- 
mally protested  to  the  Council  against 
the  conduct  and  the  result  of  the  in- 
vestigation. 

"I  feel  that  I  have  been  placed  in  a 
very  false  light  before  the  public," 
stated  Dr.  Hall.  "It  will  be  remembered 
that  my  contention  was  that  certain  ar- 
ticles or  goods  had  been  requisitioned, 
purchased  and  paid  for  by  the  city,  and 
it  appeared  to  me  some  articles  were 
purchased  in  excess  of  what  they  should 
have  been,  while  for  others  purchased  I 
could  see  no  uae  to  which  they  could 
be  put  In  the  branch  of  tho  department 
for  which  they  were  ordered.  These 
articles  were  all  requisitioned  for  by 
Mr.  Lancaster,  chief  sanitary  inspector, 
and  I  naturally  looked  to  him  to  give 
some  reasonable  explanation  as  to 
where   theae  goods   had   gone. 

"The  resolution  of  the  Council  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  enquiry  was  to  be 
general,  enquiring  Into  the  whole  work- 
ings of  the  health  department.  In  place 
of  this  at  the  last  moment  certain 
specific  charges  were  preferred  in  a 
letter  from  the  city  solicitor,  which  was 
not  at  my  request,  and  not  In  accord- 
ance with  the  spirit  of  the  resolution 
of  the  Council.  This  changed  the  whole 
complexion  of  the  enquiry  from  that  of 
a  general  one  to  one  against  one  offi- 
cer of  the  department,  and  so  limited 
the  enquiry  that  a  proper  appreciation 
of  the  conditions  as  they  existed  could 
not  be  ascertained. 

"The  committee  will  remember  that 
I  produced  the  attached  lists,  and  said 
that  I  was  prepared  to  produce  requisi- 
tions and  vouchers  for  the  articles 
therein  mentioned,  also  to  produce  the 
books  which  have  been  audited  and 
found  correct,  to  prove  the  figures  of 
the  latter  statement,  which  gives  -the 
Incidental  expenses  for  two  branches 
of  the  department  for  1014,  1116  and 
1010.  Only  a  few  articles  on  these 
lists  were  conaldered,  the  totala  were 
not,  and  It  enabled  Mi.  >-anca*ter'a  so- 
licitor to  draw  a  red  herring  acrosa  the 
track  In  the  shape  of  a  piece  of  cheese- 
cloth, in  order  to  make  the  thing  look 
trivial  and  ridiculoua.

DEALS  WITH  GOODS 


OF  ENEMY  ORIGIN 

Stringent  Order-in-Council  Is 
Passed  at  Ottawa  Respect- 
ing Importations  — Com- 
modities to  Be  Seized. 


An  order-m-couhcfl  passed  at  Ottawa 
on  December  23,  respecting  the  Im- 
portation of  goods  of  enemy  origin, 
reads  as  follows: 

"Where  the  Minister  of  Customs  has 
reason  to  suspect  that  the  country  of 
origin  "of  any  goods  Imported  into  Can- 
ada Is  an  enemy  country  within  the 
meaning  of  the  varloua  proclamations 
relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy, 
the  goods  may  be  seised,  and.  unless 
the  contrary  be  proved,  the  country  Of 
origin  of  such  goods  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  such  an  enemy  country. 

"And  any  goods  so  seised,  whose  or- 
igin Is  not  proven,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  Customs,  to  be  other 
than  that  of  an  enemy  country,  shall 
become  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and 
shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  dealt 
with  aa  the  Mlniater  of  Customs  di- 
rect a. 

"The  power  under  thla  Order  to  seise 
imported  goods  suspected  to  be  of 
enemy  origin  shall  extend  so  aa  to  ap- 
PPly  to  any  goods  which  the  Minister 
of  Customs  has  reason  to  suspect  are 
being  Imported  in  contravention  of  the 
law  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy. 

"This  order  shall  apply  to  all  goods 
which  are  at  present  under  detention  aa 
being  of  suspected  enemy  origin,  not- 
withstanding that  they  were  originally 
detained  or  Imported  Into  Canada 
prior   to    the    date   of    the   order. 

Another  order-ln-councll  deals  with 
the  exportation  of  goods  prohibited  for 
export  from  Canada,  and  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"If  any  goods,  the  exportation  of 
which  to  any  country  or  place  le  pro- 
hibited by  Orders  In  Council  sanc- 
tioned under  authority  of  the  War 
Measures  Act  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  bo  enacted,  are  exported 
or  are  brought  to  any  qi^y.  wharf  or 
other  plaoe,  or  are  delivered  to  any 
person  or  carrier,  or  are  carried  coast- 
wise or  by  inland  navigation,  or  water- 
borne,  or  are  laden  In  any  railway  car- 
riage or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose 
of  being  exported  or  shipped  for  ex- 
portation contrary  to  the  provisions  of -I 
any  such  Orders  in  Council  or  any  | 
Regulations  made  thereunder,  the  ex- 
porter or  his  agent  or  the  shipper  of 
any  such  goods  shall  be  liable,  on  sum- 
mary conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  Im- 
prisonment with  or  without  hard  labor, 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years  or 
to   both   fine  and   imprisonment."

Withdraws  Referendum  and 
Removes  From  Estimates 
Appropriation  for  Island  De- 
veopment  Association. 



The  voters  of  Victoria  will  not  de- 
cide at  the  coming  municipal  elections 
aa  to  continuing  the  $7,000  annual  grant 
to  the  Victoria  and  Island  Development 
Association.  The  aldermen  themselves 
decided  the  question  at  last  night's 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  by  recon- 
sidering and  throwing  out  the  motion 
passed  a  week  ago  ordering  the  refer- 
endum. They  then  passed  a  motion 
having  the  $7,000  grant  stricken  from 
the  estimates  for  next  year.  Aldermen 
Fullerton  and  Dlln-orth  were  the  only 
two  members  of  the  Council  to  vote  In 
favor  of  the  referendum  In  Its  original 
form. 

Nearly  all  the  aldermen  were  sure 
that  If  the  quesUoh  went  to  the  peo- 
ple the  grant  would  be  defeated.  By 
withdrawing  the  referendum  and  the  ap- 
propriation the  question  of  the  con- 
tinued support  of  the  Victoria  and  Isl- 
and Development  Association,  or  any 
other  publicity  work,  has  been  left  to 
the  new  Council  without  recommenda- 
tion. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  put  the  referendum  at  this 
time,  because  If  It  were  defeated  It 
might  prejudice  the  support  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
publicity  organisation,  which  Is  being 
formed,  to  embrace  British  Columbia, 
Washington  and  Oregon.  Aldermen 
Johns  and  Bell  proposed  a  referendum 
on  a  grant  of  $5,000,  but  the  Council 
turned  this  down. 

Mayor  Stewart,  who  fathered  the  mo- 
tion for  reconsideration  of  last  week's 
decision  for  a  referendum,  in  deference 
to  the  wishes  of  the  Civic  Retrenchment 
Association,  declared  that  he  brought  It 
up  again  only  on  the  request  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Victoria  and  Island  Devel- 
opment Association,  as  the  directors 
wanted  to  see  whether  the  Council  could 
not  withhold  the  referendum  Just  now 
because  of  the  formation  at  present  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  Association.  Tho 
Mayor  denied  that  he  was  trying  to 
block  the  publicity  vote. 

Would  Bo  Blew  to  Victoria 
Alderman  Porter  pointed  out  that  the 
Council  had  agreed  on  submitting  a  ref- 
erendum   on    the   grant.      Some   of    tho

"All  ths  advertising  appropriations  for  the 
new  Pacific  Coast  orsanlsatlon  should  be 
made  by  the  Provincial  Government  as 
other  districts  as  well  ss  Victoria  will 
benefit.

We're  the  ser- 
vants of  the  people  and  what  they  want 
should    go." 

"If  the  people  of  Victoria  want  to  vote 
on  this  matter,  I  think  they  should  bo 
sllowed  to."  said  Alderman  Dllworth.  "I 
bellsve  the  people  of  Victoria  do  want  to 
vote  on  this.  We  have  *p<  ril  818, 000  or 
817,080  on  this  publicity  work  In  the  last, 
two  years  and  1  defy  any  man  to  show 
where  w*  have  received  1100  worth  of 
benefit?" 

Alderman  Peden  declared  that  If  Vic- 
toria defeated  tls  own  publicity  srant  it 
might  affect  the  attitude  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government  towards  the  support  of 
the  International  organisation  as  It  would 
appear  to  them  that  the  people  as  a  whole 
were  not  In  .  favor  of  the  grant.  lie 
thought  the  people  would  regret  It  If  no 
support  was  given  the  publicity  organisa- 
tion. 

Alderman  Cameron  said  he  was  in 
favor  ef  a  referendum  on  general  prin- 
ciples, but  ths  present  publicity  vote  Is 
too  small  to  warrant  the  expense  of  tak- 
ing a   referendum. 

"We  should  drop  this  matter  and  pass 
it  over  to  the  new  Council."  he  said.  "L«t 
the  cltlsens,  through  their  votes.  Indicate 
their   attitude." 

"If  this  goes  before  the  people  In  the 
shape  it  i*  In  now.  It  will  be  turned 
down."  said  Alderman  Johns.  "It  would  be 
a  bad  thing  ff  the  principle  ware  defeated. 
We  should  leave  It  to  the  new  Council  to. 
see  hew  much  or  whether  any  expenditure 
Is  necessary.  I  would  support  a  referen- 
dum  on  a  smaller  amount." 

Alderman  Walker  favored  sending  the 
question   to   the  sow   Council.

The  third  of  a  series  of  lectures,  ar- 
ranged for  the  Winter  season  by  the 
educational  committee  of  the  Y.W.C.A., 
waa  delivered  laat  evening  In  the  lec- 
ture hall  of  the  Institution,  with  Mr. 
C.  H.  Lugrln.  the  speaker  of  the  even- 
ing-. Mrs.  P.  Adams,  president  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Y.W.C.A., 
presided. 

Preceding  his  address  on  "Constitu- 
tional Government,"  Mr.  Lugrln,  In  a 
brief  review  of  "Current  Events,"  re- 
ferred to  the  principal  event  of  the 
past  two  weeks,  vlx.,  the  declaration 
of  Germany,  of  Its  willingness  to  make 
peace.  "According  to  the  German 
press,"  said  the  speaker,  "  they  really 
did  not  expect  the  Allied  nations  to 
accept  their  proposals  for  peace.  They 
knew  only  too  well  the  determination 
-tff  continuing  the  war  until  reparation 
was  secured  for  all  wrongs,  and  Im- 
moral acts,  inflicted  in  Serbia  and  Bel- 
glum." 

Speaking  of  the  feeling  of  the  Bri- 
tish towards  the  enemy,  the  speaker 
said. that  "there  is  no  antagonism  on 
the  part  of  the  Englishman,  nor  even 
has  he  a  desire  to  crush  the  non- 
militant  population  of  Germany,  but 
a  strong  determination  to  avenge  the 
wrongs  of  Serbia  and  Belgium  dune  by 
the  cruel  hands  of  the  military  ele- 
ment of  the  Germans." 

Turning  to  the  topic  of  his  address 
for  the  evening,  on  "Constitutional 
Government,"  Mr.  Lugrln  said  that  it 
was  "a  matter  of  importance  that  wo- 
men should  commence  at  least  a  pre- 
liminary study  of  the  government  of 
their  country;  and  more  especially  now 
that  they  bad  been  granted  the  vote. 
This  topic  forms  no  part  in  the 
school  curriculum,  or  at  least  a  very 
slight  part;  and  all  children  should 
have  a  clear  idea  of  the  laws  govern- 
ing the  country  or  Province  in  whtcn 
they   live.** 

Referring  to  the  approaching  session 
of  the  new  Legislature,  when  one- of 
the  first  acts  performed  would  be  the 
election  of  a  Speaker,  he  explained 
the  meaning  and  connection  of  this 
officer.  "The  Speaker  of  the  House,"  . 
said  Mr.  Lugrln,  "Is  the  spokesman  of 
the  Legislature.  He  speaks  for  the 
representatives  of  the  people.  He  asks 
for  the  privilege  of  approaching  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  when  in  any  of 
the  Provinces;  in  the  Dominion  As- 
sembly to  the  Governor-General,  and 
In  the  British  Parliament  to  the  Sov- 
ereign." 

Going  back  to  the  beginnings  of  Con- 
stitutional Government  the  speaker 
traced  the  origin  and  history  of  its  in- 
stitution and  the  various  rulers  who 
were  obliged  to  observe  its  powers. 

In  reference  to  the  rule  of  the  sov- 
ereign and  his  representatives,  the 
speaker  expressed  his  position  by  the 
statement.  "The  King  Is  the  first 
among  equals.  Englishmen  and  all 
Britishers  should  keep  this  In  mind  and 
honor  him,  for  the  simple  fact  that  he 
Is  the  premier  representative  of  the 
people  In  all  the  countries  and  Prov- 
inces under   his   Jurisdiction." 

The  saying  that  "The  King  can  do 
no  wrong,"  *vu  explained  to  convey 
the  meaning  that  if  any  wrongs  are 
committed  the  blame  Is  attached  to 
his  ministers,  who  are  responsible  for 
all  acts,  whether  good  or  bad.  Can- 
ada haa  followed  the  lead  of  the  Bri- 
tish Parliament,  a  Government  which 
is -practically  constitutional.  The,  ten- 
are  of  office  by  government  depends 
upon  Its  possession  of  the  confidence  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

In  concluding  his  address  Mr.  Lugrln 
said  that  although  thO  subject  was 
very  comprehensive,  he  hoped  that  he 
had  given  a  general  Idea  of  the  laws 
and  principles)  of  Constitutional  Gov- 
ernment. Those  present  were  remind- 
ed that  the  will  of  the  people  pre- 
vails, and  that  will  must  be  expressed 
through  their  representatives  In  the 
Legislature.  7 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  moved  by  Or. 
Donovan  and  seconded  and  extended  by 
Mrs.  Adams,  to  Mr.  Lugrln  for  his 
lecture* 


A  well  known  citizen,  who  prefers, 
for  private  reasons,  that  his  identity 
should  remain  undisclosed,  has  outlined 
a  plan  of  taxation  relief  which  is  well 
worth  the  study  of  all  ratepayers,  and 
which  is  especially  opportune  now 
that  civio  issues  are  before  the  elector- 
ate In  connection  with  the  municipal 
elections.  A  summary  of  the  proposal 
1m  as  follows  :v  « 

1.  Three  million  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  borrowed  at  5  per 
cent  for  W>  years'  period  on  the  credit 
of    the   city   as   a   whole. 

2.  Five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
this  sum  to  be  deposited  In  the  bank 
and  remain  there  on  deposit  for  60 
years,  bearing  interest  compounded  an- 
nually at  4  per  cent.  The  remaining 
13,000,000   to   be  applied  as  follows: 

3.  Cancellation  of  overdraft — $1,000,- 
000  or  a  less  sum,  as  may  be  required, 
lu  the  cancellation  of  the  overdraft  at 
the  bank  for  one  year,  thereby  allowing 
the  taxes  -  collected  at  the  end  of,  or 
during  the  'year,  to  form  the  revenue 
available  for  meeting  the  expenditure 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  Payment  of  interest  on  local  Im- 
provement bonds— fl.000,000  or  a  less 
sum,  as  may  be  required,  to  be  funded 
for  five  years  for  the  payment  during 
that  period  of  the  Interest  on  local  Im- 
provement bonds. 

6.  Expropriation  bonds — $1,000,000  or 
a  less  sura,  as  may  be  required.  In  the 
payment  of  the  Interest  and  sinking 
funds  of  the  bonds  issued  in  respect  of 
the  expropriation  of  property  on  the 
trunk  roads  and  possibly  others  on 
which  expropriation  has  been  made. 
This  payment  to  extend  over  a  period 
of  ten  years. 

9.  General  taxes — Balance,  if  any, 
to  be  devoted  to  the  relief  of  the  gen- 
eral taxpayer  who  may  be  unable  on 
account  of  the  financial  stringency  of 
the  times  to  pay  present  current  taxes 
by  such  plan,  or  method,  as  may  be  de- 
vised and  considered  expedient  and 
equitable,  In  addition  to  other  forms  of 
relief  herein  contemplated. 

In  support  of  the  proposal  It  is  urged 
that  the  cancellation  of  the  overdraft 
would  save  the  olty  approximately 
$75,000  In  interest  in  one  year,  or  In 
titty  years  $3,760,000.  This  calculation 
serves  to  show  what  the  city  has  lost 
In  the  same  time.  The  further  interest 
charges  would  also  disappear,  namely: 
Interest  on  expropriation 
bonds  and  sinking  '  fund 
charges     for    a     period    of 

ten    yeara $1,100,000 

Interest  on  local  Improve- 
ment bonds  for  a  period  of 
live    years     $1,000,000

Auxiliary  Is  Formed  to*  Give 
Aid  in  Furnishing  and  Equip- 
ment— Linen  Shower  Is  Ar- 
ranged For. 


It  hiving  been  ascertained  that  yet 
another  avenue  for  woman's  practical 
assistance  and  sympathy  had  been 
opened  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Military  Convalescent  Hospitals  for  oar 
returned  wounded  soldiers,  and  with 
the  news  that  the  severer  cases  are  now 
to  be  returned  to  their  own  colonies  and 
Provinces,  making  a  much  more  urgent 
call  for  local  assistance,  and  following 
the  example  set  by  the  women  of  other 
Provinces,  a  meeting  was  recently 
called  by  Mrs.  Barnard  at  Government 
House,  consisting  of  the  presidents  of 
the  various  women's  organisations  in 
Victoria,  to  confer  upon  the  best  meth-, 
ods  to  adopt  in  this  regard,  and  such 
as  would  be  most  expedient  and  useful. 
The  gathering  was  very  representative, 
and,  after  full  discussion.  It  was  re- 
solved to  form  a  Women's  Auxiliary  So- 
ciety, upon  the  committee  of  which 
would  be  a  representative  from  every 
society,  feeling  able  and  willing  to  give 
the  movement  its  support.  The  follow- 
ing, ladles  were  named  on  this  commit- 
tee, which  would  meet  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible,  elect  officers  and  for- 
mulate a  plan  of  service: 

Mrs.  Henry  Croft,  Provincial  presi- 
dent. I.O.D.E.;  Mrs.  Schofleld  arid  Mrs.

At  a  later  meeting  this  committee 
elected  Its  officers  as  follows:  Hon.

It  has  been  found  im- 
possible to  secure  a  convenient  date  for 
this  event,  which  must  now,  with  many 
regrets,  be  postponed. 

Also  that  a  visit  to  Resthaven,  the 
first  of  the  military  convalescent  hos- 
pitals In  the  nearer  vicinity  claiming 
Immediate  attention,  be  paid  by  the 
committee,  when  the  premises  could  be 
Inspected  and  the  Initial  needs  noted, 
and  that  the  Red  Cross  Society  be  ap- 
proached and  asked  that  this  work  be 
undertaken  under  Its  auspices  and  with 
Its  co-operation  and  assistance;  the 
committee  pledging  itself  to  collect  a 
sum  of  money  for  Immediate  needs  so 
that  the  building  might  be  brought  into 
some  degree  of  comfort  by  its  opening 
at  the  New  Year. 

A  very  satisfactory..  Interview  was 
held  with  the  officers  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society,  who  accepted  the  proposition 
made,  and  promised  every  support  and 
assistance  to  supplement  the  efforts  of 
the  ladies  —  while  not  interfering  with 
the  detail  of  their  work  and  conserving 
the  credit  of  monies  collected  by  their 
committee — hereafter  to  be  known  as 
"The  Women's  Auxiliary  Society  to  the 
Military  Convalescent  Hospitals,  asso- 
ciated as  a  Committee  of  the  Red 
Cross." 

The  sum  of  $600  having  been  collected, 
the  following  buying  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, and  such  purchases  were  made 
as  were  immediately  necessary,  with 
very  satisfactory  results,  Mesdames 
Croft,  Sampson.  Butchart,  Charles  Wil- 
liams and  Miss  Mara.

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No  football  organisation,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  Hearts  of  Mid- 
lothian, has  suffered  more  by  war  cas- 
ualties than  the  famous  Corinthians, 
the  club  which,  it  will  be  remembered, 
sent  a  team  to  Canada  in  1911.  The 
latest  to  fall  in  battle  Is  Lieut.  L.  I. 
Moon,  the  famous  goalkeeper.  The 
Corinthians  have  now  lost  eight  of  their 
members  killed,  while  many  have  been 
wounded. 

Saddest  of  all  the  deaths,  however, 
inasmuch  as  he  did  not  die  doing  his 
duty,  Is  that  of  L.  V.  Lodge.  Mr.  Lodge, 
who  bad  a  breakdown,  was  at  a  Buxton 
health  resort  and  escaped  from  his 
nurse,  and  was  found  drowned.  Lodge 
was  given  his  international  cap  by  the 
Football  Association  against  Wales  in 
1194,  but  it  was  not  until  a  year  later 
that  he  received  the  most  coveted  offi- 
cial hall-mark  of  excellence,  for  In  1895 
he  appeared  against  Wales  and  Scot- 
land, and  in  189G  against  Scotland  and 
Ireland.  Lodge  was  a  very  conspicuous 
figure  In  a  sound  defence  in  his  first 
great  match  against  the  Scotsmen,  when 
he  materially  assisted  the  Englishmen 
to  gain  a  very  remarkable  success  by  3 
to  0. 

In  spite  of  everything  football  still 
easily  takes  the  lead  of  all  sports  and 
amusements  In  the  Old  Country  in  con- 
tributing towards  the  war  tax.  From 
Hep  t  amber  1  to  the  end  of  November  the 
amount  annexed  by  .,  the  British  Ex- 
chequer from  the  patrons  of  the  foot- 
ball games  In  the  Midland  and  Lanca- 
shire sections  of  the  English  League 
alone  totalled  $33,000.  To  this  has  to 
be  added  the  returns  from  the  games  in 
the  London  and  Scottish  districts,  where 
the  figures  have  not  yet  been  announced. 
Besides  all  this,  a  percentage  of  the 
receipts  is  given  to  charity,  and  to  the 
League  for  maintenance  purposes;  and 
In  spite  of  all  this  the  clubs  are  flour- 
ishing.

DIES  AT  LADNER

•■ft  J.  J.  Osborne  Was  Member  of  Win- 
nipeg Crew  Which  Won  Champion- 
ship Of  America  in  1896 


The  death  occurred  reoentlr  st  Lad- 
ner  of  W.  J.  J.  Osborne,  who  was  well- 
known  as  a  first  class  amateur  oarsman, 
having  won  most  of  his  rowing  honors 
when  a  resident  of  Winnipeg,  where  he 
was  formerly  connected  with  a  big 
commercial  firm.  He  afterwards  worked 
In  Duluth,  moving  finally  to  the  Pacific 
Coaat. 

Mr.  Osborne  was  at  one  time  a  mem- 
ber «t-the  Winnipeg  Rowing  Club's  fa- 
mous four  of  1196  and  1897.  In  the 
year  1896  the  Winnipeg  crew,  made  up 
of  C.  Marks,  stroke.  Charlie  Johnstone. 
W.— »*.  Osborne  and  J.  C.  G.  Armytage, 
bow,  won  the  championship  of  America. 
In  the  following  year  the  Winnipeg 
crew  went  to  Henley  regatta,  but  Os- 
borne had  to  give  up  his  seat  to  N.  K. 
Lloyd,  through  being  unable  to  get 
away  for  the  trip.  The  late  Mr.  Os- 
borne waa  a  strong  member  of  this  fa- 
mous Canadian  four.

LONDON,  Jan.  2 — Casualties  among 
the  leading  sportsmen  of  England  con- 
tinue to  grow.  Last  week's  lists  con- 
tained the  names  of  a  number  of  su\rs 
In  every  branch  of  sport. 

Col.  M.  F.  McTaggart,  D.S.O.,  wound, 
ed,  played  polo  for  the  Lancers  in  the 
inter-regimental,  and  was  in  -the  team 
which  ran  up  for  the  Subalterns'  Cup  at 
lUnelagh  In  1904.  He  rode  for-  many 
years  at  the  regimental  meets  and 
owned  some  useful  chasers.  He  was 
with  Sir  George  White  during  the  siege 
of  Ladysmith  and  fought  at  Elande- 
laegte,   Rletfontetn  and  Lombard's   Kop. 

The  famous  steeplechase  Jockey,  Per- 
cy Woodland,  who  won  the  Grand  Na- 
tional In  1903  on  Drumcree  and  In  1913 
on  Covertcoat,  and  who  was  previously 
reported  "missing,  believed  killed,"  Is 
now  officially  announced  to  be  a  prisoner 
of  war  in  the  hands  of  the  Turks. 

Captain  C.  II.  Dwyer.  killed,  by  a 
sniper  while  on  reconnaissance  duty, 
was  educated  at  Lees,  Hoyland  and 
Shrewsbury,  where  he  was  captain  of 
the  gymnasium  for  two  years,  repre- 
sented the  school  at  Aldershot.  and  also 
got  his  colors  for  fotbalL  He  had  been 
mentioned  In  despatches. 

Capt.  T.  I.  Wilson,  killed  In  action, 
rowed  Jn  the  Cambridge  University  trial 
eights  is  1903. 

MaJ.  A.  A  Torens  has  also  made  the 
"big  sacrifice."  Ho  played  on  the  Har- 
row eleven  against  Eton  at  Lords  in 
1892  and  was  well  known  in  cricketing 
circles,  particularly  in  Kent.  He  toured 
New  Zealand  with  the  Marylebone 
cricket  teams  in  1906-7. 

Golfers  will  regret  to  hear  that  Wal- 
ter Mayo,  younger  brother  of  the  fa- 
mous C.  H.  Mayo,  of  the  Burblll  Club; 
A.  E.  Flrstbrook,  who  was  prominent  in 
the  west  of  England  tournaments;

The  health  of  the  people,  the  condi- 
tions under  which  they  live  and  the 
education  of  the  children  of  Victoria 
are  the  considerations  which  the  Mayor 
of  Victoria  should  place  first.  Tbsl 
stand  Is  taken  by  Alderman  Porter  in 
his  platform  iaaued  last  night  for  his 
campaign  for  election  to  the  office  of 
mayor  of  Victoria  In  1917.  He  proposes 
a  Government  commission  to  solve  the 
aasessment   difficulties. 

"Without  health,  proper  living  .condi- 
tions and  the  thorough  education  of  our 
children,  which  are  our  greatest  assets, 
our  material  resources  would  bo  of  very 
little  value,"  states  Alderman  Porter. 
"Hence  I  do  not  hesitate  to  place  the 
protection  and  development  of  our  best 
asset   first. 

"We  must  have  a  clean  city.  With 
that  end  in  view  I  favor  the  extension 
of  the  sewer  system  wherever  neces- 
sary, the  maintenance  of  our  bathing 
beaches,  and  the  strict  surveillance  over 
atreets  and  sections  of  the  city  that 
are  liable  to  become  a  menace  to  the 
health  of  our  citizens. 

"I  favor  the  appointment  of  a  health 
officer  on  full  time  so  that  not  only 
the  high  standard  of  efficiency  In  this 
department  may  be  maintained,  but  that 
officers,  and  institutions  for  the  care  of 
the  sick  and  needy  may  be  carefully 
and  fully  supervised. 

"I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the 
strong  sentiment  favoring  a  clean 
moral  city.  The  proper  development  of 
our  children  and  the  conservation  of  the 
best  Interests  of  our  people  demand  the 
strict  enforcement  of  law  without  dis- 
crimination. I  shall,  if  elected,  fearless- 
ly and  honestly  observe  my  oath  of 
office,  enforce  the  laws  enacted  for  the 
government  of  tho  city,  and  hold  the 
officers  of  the  law  to  a  strict  account 
for  the  full  performance  of  their  duty. 
With  a  view  to  giving  the  people  more 
control  over  the  police  commissioners 
who  are  entrusted  with  law  enforce- 
ment, I  shall  do  my  best  to  secure  the 
power  to  elect  them  to  their  positions. 
Stands  for  Public  Audit 

"The  education  of  our  children  shall 
have  my  hearty  support.  To  maintain 
our  schools  to  the  proper  standard  of 
efficiency  we  must  -provide  the  needed 
equipment  and  the  best  possible  teach- 
ers. The  orphan  and  homeless  children 
must  have  the  same  care  and  training 
as  those  in  more  favored  circumstances. 

"The  administration  of  the  civic 
finances  will  have  my  most  careful  con- 
sideration and  attention.  To  maintain 
public  confidence  I  shall  make  search- 
ing inquiry  into  every  department  of 
finance.  If  elected  I  shall  Immediately 
request  the  Council  to  give  facilities  for 
an  independent  audit  of  our  affairs  by 
a  Government  auditor,  but  in  the  mean- 
time I  shall  give  the  fullest  publicity 
to   our  affairs. 

"The  large  undertakings  and  abnormal 
expenditures  of  the  past  few  years  have 
increased  the  charges  against  our  In- 
come to  an  alarming  extent.  Some  sf 
the  ratepayers  And  it  impossible  to 
meet  the  taxes,  particularly  the  front- 
age tax  against  their  property.  I  as- 
sure the  electorate  that  I  shall  with  the 
assistance  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  and  citizens,  endeavor  to  find 
some  scheme  that  shall  equitably  meet 
the  difficulty. 

"I  shall  favor  requesting  the  Provin- 
cial Government  Is.  appoint  a'  commis- 
sion of  experts  that  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  our  city—  and  to  other 
,  municipalities  similarly  affected.  The 
assessments  in  some  parts  of  the  city 
are  today  too  high  and  inequitable.  I 
favor  a  change  in  the  system  of  arriv- 
ing at  comparative  values  of  properties." 

Alderman  Porter  also  declares  himself 
in  favor  of  the  early  completion  of  the 
Johnson  Street  bridge  on  terms  •  accept- 
able to  the  people  of  Victoria,  the 
"aggressive  development"  of  Vancouver 
Island,  all-rail  connection  by  way  of 
Seymour  Narrows,  obtaining  lower  fire 
insurance  rates,  lower  water  rates  to 
assist  residents  to  beautfiy  their 
grounds,  day  labor  on  all  public  works, 
the  reorganization  of  the  civic  service, 
and  good  wages  and  salaries  on  the 
grounds  that  "efficiency  should  always 
be  properly  rewarded." 


CITY  GAINS  $28,000 

IN  BOND  INVESTMENT 

City  Comptroller'  Raymur  last  night 
reported  to  the  City  Council  on  what 
has  been  done  with  the  3250,000  appro- 
priated on  September  18  last  for  the 
purchase  of  such  Bonds  of  the  city  as 
might  be  offered  for  sale  from  time  to 
time. 

Up  until  December  31,  1916,  stock 
and  debentures  of  the  face  value  of 
8133,691.89  have  been  purchased,  the 
net  cost  to  the  city  being  1106,443.27. 
The  purchases  were  distributed  as  fol- 
lows: Sooke  Lake  4  per  cents,  $65,- 
106.35;  Sooke  Lake.  i%  per  cents,  $17,- 
619.98;  general  purpose,  4  per  cents, 
929,686.66:  general  purpose  4V»  per 
cents,  35,000;  local  improvement,  4  per 
cents,  126,380.  As  the  city  cannot  in- 
vest its  sinking  funds  In  its  own  set 
curltles  these  stock  and  debentures 
have   been   cancelled. 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  this  has 
been  a  very  good  investment,"  said 
Alderman  Porter.  fit  nets  the  city 
83SA09  on  an  Investment  of  $133,000. 
1  don't  think  we  could  have  invested 
oTir  sinking  fund  to  a  better  advan- 
tage." 

Bonds  to  the  value  of  $25,000,  the 
balance  under  the  Underground  Tele- 
phone Bylaw  of  1919,  are  to  be  deliv- 
ered by  the  city  today  to  ths  B.C.  Tele- 
phone Co.,  which  baa  sent  the  city  a 
final  certificate  of  the  completion  of 
the  work.

Declares  'Municipality  Treated 
Cfty  in  Most  Disgraceful 
Way — Some  Aldermen'  Op- 
pose Process  of  Baiting, 


The  City  Council  last  night  refused 
to  adopt  Mayor  Stewart's  recommenda- 
tions and  rescind  the  motion  passed 
last  week  relieving  Saanlch  immediate- 
ly of  the  agreement  It  haa  with  the  city 
for  fire  protection  of  the  southern  part 
of  the  municipality  without  the  usual 
alz  months'  notice.  The  Mayor  asked 
that  the  action  of  laat  week  be  rescind- 
ed <because  of  the  determination  of 
Saanlch  to  make  Victoria  pay  taxes  on 
Mount  Douglas  Park,  which  is  in  8aan- 
Ich  municipality  and  used  by  its  peo- 
ple,  although   owned   by   the   city.  \ 

The  Mayor  declared  that  Reeve  Mc- 
Gregor and  Councillor  Grant,  of  Saan- 
lch, fought  Victoria's  proposal  for  the 
exemption  of  parks  from  taxation  when 
the  question  waa  before  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Union  of  B.  C.  Municipalities 
st  Vernon.  Ho  said  the  relations  be- 
tween Saanlch  and  Victoria  are  alto- 
gether too  one-sided.  Victoria  allowed 
Saanich  to  take  gravel  from  the  Mount 
Douglas  Park  to  repair  its  roads,  and 
yst  Saanlch  comes  back  and  threatens 
to  sue  the  city  for  tho  taxes  on  the 
park.  ,. 

"Why.  Saanlch  owes  us  tip  to  |6t.« 
SO*  In  connection  with  the  northeast 
sewer,"  continued  the  Mayor.  "We  have 
allowed  our  sowers  to  supply  part  of 
their  district.  Saanlch  waa  to  have 
paid  up  this  130.009  to  $60,000  shard 
of  tho  cost  of  tho  sewer,  bat  bss  sever 
come  through  with  tho  money,  as  they 
have  faUed  to  submit  the  necessary  By- 
law to  the  people.  Oak  Bay  and  Esqui- 
mau have  always  paid  up  sad  we  nave

I  think  that  was 
about  the  smallest  thing  any  council 
has  ever  dons  There  was  s  difference 
of  s  couple  of  feet  ss  regards  the  boun- 
dary line  in  the  survey  of  the  city  and 
the'  Saanlch  men.  The  city  finished  the 
paving  to  the  boundary  Una  first, 
they  were  that  stingy  that  they  would 
not  fill  In  that  last  couple  of  fast  to 
finish   the  street." 

Some  of  the  aldermen  ~  wanted  to 
know  why  Saanlch  had  not  been  made 
to  pay  up  the  $30,000  to  $$0,000  owing 
since  1911  on  the  northeast  sewer.  No 
one  knew  why.  City  Comptroller  Ray* 
mur  said  that  the  treasurer's  depart-

Aldermen  Todd  and  Pedes  aaid 
It  was  senseless  to  try  to  fores  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  agreement  for  six 
months  more  Just  to  spite  Saanlch,  when 
It  would  be  to  tho  disadvantage  of  Vlo- 
torls.

To    Col.    Labatt    all    honor    Is 
due.     You   do  not  realise  as  1  do  how 
tbat  gallant  gentleman  rose  superior  to 
some    very   serious   Injuries,   and   I   am 
plee/sad  to  aee  him  In  suoh  good  health. 
"\  suppose,   gentlemen,  that  It  would 
be  your  wish  that  whatever  X  may  have 
to  say  would  be  In  relation  to  the  groat 
war  whloh    la    devastating    Europe   and 
shaking   the   civilisation    of    the   world. 
Personally.   I   have  one  great  consoling 
thought:  tbat  out  of  this  welter  of  evil 
good  must  undoubtedly  come.  If  we,  aa 
a  nation,    take    thought    earnestly  and 
•trtve,  when  the  good  does  appear,  that 
wo  do  not   resist  It     God   forbid   that 
Canada  should  ever  know  the  horrors  of 
modern    war,     but.    as    a    Canadian,  I 
frankly  say  that  It  Is  to  mo  a  matter  of 
deep  rjgret  that  Canada  Is  so  far  re- 
moved  from    the   scene   of   strife;    that 
her    material    prosperity    was    ao   great 
at  her  people  have  not  yet  understood 
a  writing  on  the  wall. 
To  the  Motherland  these  lessons  are 
phssised   In   universal   sorrow,  tri bu- 
tton   and    distress.      God   grant     that 
nada   may    be   spared   at    least   some 
ensure  of  this  bitter  teaching  and  at 
e  name  time  be  able  to  rooognlaa  the 
eta    of    life    and    forget    the    Action, 
y   the     sacrifices     of     those   gallant 
Canadian  souls,  and  those  of  the  heroic 
Canadian  women  who  have  given  their 
loved  onea  for  the  cause  be  sufficient  In 
themselves     to     awaken     the    Canadian 
people.     My  heart  la  wrung,  and  I  sor- 
row with  my  countrymen  and  country- 
women who  have  suffered;  for  the  great 
dead    we    dare   not    grieve — thelr's    has 
been  the     supreme     sacrifice,     and  the 
sublime   reward. 

"But'  I  believe  that  you  would  pre- 
fer to  know  the  condition  of  the  Can- 
adians In  England  and  the  attitude  of 
the  people  of  the  old  land  towards 
them.  As  Canadians  we  may  well  be 
proud  of  our  fighting  men  and  our  wo- 
men—our glorious  women — In  their  self- 
sacrifice.  To  tbeae  brave  men  and  wo- 
men every  honor  la  due,  and  we  who 
are  not  serving  might  well  take  pattern 
from  them'. 

Canada's  Part  Appreciated 
"To.  any  tbat  Canada's  part  in  the 
war  Is  appreciated  by  Britain,  but 
tamely  expresses  It.  80  anxious  are 
the  British  people  to  show  their  ad- 
miration that  they  find  In  what  wo  in 
Canada  have  done  much  more  than 
really  exists.  They  overlook  cer- 
tain deficiencies,  and  If  we  say  that 
this  Is  Canada's  fight  as  well  as  theirs, 
they  persist  in  believing  that  what 
Canada  has  done  has  been  one  marvel- 
lous voluntary  sacrifice.  You  are 
forced  to  the  belief  that,  to  the  aver- 
ago  Englishman,  what  Canada  and  the 
other  overseas  dominions  have  done 
bulks  larger  In  his  mind  than  the  Im- 
measurable sacrifice  of  his  own  land; 
and  what  the  people  of  the  United 
Kingdom  have  done  is  beyond  parallel,' 
and  never  will  be  paralleled  In  this 
world.  Wo  can  well  be  proud  that  we 
come  of  British  stock,  the  stock  which 
made  the  Empire,'  and  which  alone  can 
hold  it  together. 

Pre-war  Conditions 
The  pre-war  condition  of  England 
was  criminal.  It  waa  not  due  to  any 
individual,  but  the  responsibility  rested 
on  all  the  people.  Long  years  of  pros- 
perity had  lured  them  into  a  false  sense 
of  security;  they  had  become  selfish, 
thinking  only  for  the  moment;  the  rich 
knew  nothing  of  the  poor,  beyond  their 
formal  donations  to  charity;  the  poor 
grew  In  their  hatred  of  the  rich.  Labor 
and  capital  were  constantly  at  strife; 
unrest  prevailed,  and  the  country  waa 
ripe  for  a  catastrophe  at  any  time. 

"With  thla  word  picture  before  you. 
cast  your  minds  back  to  the  4th  day  of 
August,  1914.  We  must  marvel  at  the 
men  in  England,  with  their  unrivaled 
faith  In  the  character  of  the  people.  It 
needed  thla  great  national  tribulation 
to  lift  the  people  back  to  thoae  great 
heights  on  which  once  they  stood,  and. 
remembering  what  England  waa  two 
short  years  ago,  and  knowing  what 
•he  is  today.  In  my  mind  I  could  almost 
subscribe  to  a  statue  to  the  German 
Kaiser  and  his  actions  for  what  they 
had  done  for  the  British  people.  He 
meant  destruction,  but  he  wrought  sal- 
vation. « 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  war,  Britain 
bad  facilities  for  taking  care  of  not 
mora  than  S6.400  recruits.  Immediately 
after  August  4  an  organization  waa  Im- 
provised for  the  handling  of  millions 
of  men.  New  departments  came  Into 
being.  Blunders  were  made — serious 
blunders — but  there  was  never  a  step 
backwards.  With  all  the  great  difficul- 
ties there  were  men  who  were  great 
enough  to  fight  doggedly  or  till  order 
was  evolved  out  of  chaos,  and  If  she 
would,  Britain  might  now  provide  her- 
self, within  her  own  country,  with  all 
of  the  munitions  that  wore  required. 
Bat  the  manufacturers  of  Canada  need 
have  no  fear  of  their  munition  orders 
cekslng.  Britain  will  continue  to  order 
frbm  Canada  everything  that  Canada  la 
able  to  provide.  Many  materials  could 
be  purchased  elsewhere  to  better  advan- 
tage, but  Canada  Is  the  first  place  that 
Is 'looked  to.  Purchases  are  to  bo  made 
In.  Canada  to  Canada's  capacity.

XOR.  BROAD  ST.  AND

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Board  of  Trade  Losing  No  Time 
in  Making  Thorough  Repre- 
sentations to  Ottawa— Say 
It  is  Imperial  Necessity, 


The  Board  of  Trade  will  resume  the 
agitation  for  the  It'imediats  construc- 
tion of  the  proposed  drydock  at  Es- 
quimau at  an  early  date.  Mr.  F.  A. 
Pauline.  M.P.P.,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  liarbora  and  navigation,  will 
be  asked  by  the  conncU  at  Its  meeting 
next  Friday  morning  to  draft  a  memo- 
rial to  be  submitted  to  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den, presenting  the  esse  In  a  compre- 
hensive manner  so  as  to  Impress  the 
Ottawa  authorities  with  the  necessity 
of  undertaking  the  work. 

When  Sir  Robert  was  in  Victoria  re- 
cently tbe  Board  of  Trade  bade  brief 
representations  to  him  on  the  drydock 
situation.  He  stated  that  tbe  Federal 
Government,  in  view  of  the  extra  ex- 
penditure caused  by  the  war,  felt  that 
work  on  all  new  public  undertakings 
should  be  suspended  unless  there  were 
tbe  -gravest  possible  reasons  for  not 
doing  so.  The  Board  of  Trade  bolds 
that  the  establishment  of  adequate 
drydock  facilities  at  Esquimau  is  an 
Imperial  necessity,  and  that  the  fact 
that  tbe  country  is  at  war  is  only  an- 
other '  reason  why  It  should  be  built 
st  ones. 

It  la  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  that  the  existing  dock  Is  too 
small  for  the  present  requirements  of 
the  naval  and  mercantile  marine  of 
tbe  British  Empire  and  its  Allies  that 
Is  now  «or  may  hereafter  be  operating 
in .  the  North  Pacific.  After  the  con- 
clusion of  peace  it  Is  thought  certain 
there  will  be  an  Increase  in  the  num- 
ber and  size  of  ships.  Under  normal 
conditions  the  commerce  of  tbe  Pacific 
Northwest  gains  steadily  In  magnitude 
and  tbe  construction  of  the  dock  was 
felt  to  be  an  urgent  commercial  ne- 
cessity even  before  tbe  war.  A  con- 
siderable volume  of  profitable  business 
Is  being  diverted  from  British  Colum- 
bia by  reason  of  the  absence  of  tbe 
projected   docking   facilities. 

The  Board  of  Trade  will  emphasize 
the  claim  that  the  proximity  of  Esqui- 
mau to  tbe  high  seas  and  the  readi- 
ness with  which  it  can  be  approached 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year  and  all 
weathers  render  the  undertaking  essen- 
tial for  naval  and  commercial  pur- 
poses, no  matter  what  facilities  of  the 
same  nature  may  be  provided,  or  are 
In  contemplation,  at  other  points  on 
the  Paclne  Coast. 

A  definite  proposal  as  to  how  the 
work  might  be  financed  will  be  made 
in  Che  representations.  What  is  want- 
ed is  an  immediate  start,  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  only  preliminary 
appropriations  be  voted  so  as  to  get 
the  work  under  way,  and  completed 
whenever  conditions  warrant  It.  An 
outlay  of  $100,000  might  be  set  aside 
for  the  present  and  the  contract 
awarded.  If  the  war  continued  through- 
out tbe  year,  as  soon  as  the  Initial 
outlay  was  spent  work  might  be  sus- 
pended. If  thought  advisable,  but  It 
should  be  stipulated  that,  if  the  war 
ended  during  the  year,  the  work  should 
bo  proceeded  with  until  finished.

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN: 

As  I  am  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  chief  magistrate  of  this  city.  I 
herewith  place  before  you  my  views  on  some  of  the  most  important  ques- 
tlonH  that  may  come  before  the  Municipal  Council  In  the  ensuing-  year.

I  favor  the  appointment  of  a  Health  Officer  on  full  time,  so 
that  not  only  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  In  this  department  may  be 
maintained,  but  that  officers  and  Institutions  for  the  care  of  the  sick 
and  needy  may  be  carefully  and  fuUy  supervised."

PROPELLER  AT  SEA 


Lumber  Vessel  Klamath,  With 
Passengers  Aboard,  Towed 
Into  Port  After  'Mishap  Dur- 
ing Gale. 


PORTLAND,  Ore.,  Jan.  2.— The  lum- 
ber steamer  Klamath  with  passengers 
aboard  was  being  towed  tonight  to  As- 
toria, Ore.,  minus  a  propeller,  which,  she 
dropped  In  a  gale  late  last  night  ten 
miles  off  Cape  Arago,  Ore.  At  no  time 
was  the  Klamath  considered  in  any 
great  danger,  as  the  wind  continued 
seaward  during  the  night. 

The  steamer  was  bound  from  San 
Francisco  for  Portland  and  when  she 
was  first  reported  In  distress  she  was 
being  driven  northwest  by  a  heavy  off- 
shore gale.  The  first  wireless  report 
from  the  disabled  vessel  was  received 
at  Marshfleld  and  Cape  Blanco  wireless 
stations.  The  steamer  Kllburn  put  out 
to  sea  from  Marshfleld  and  took  the 
Klamath   in    tow.  . 

For  a  time  the  Klamath's  position 
was  considered  very  precarious  In  view 
of  the  possibility  of  the  wind  veering 
to  the  coast,  in  which  case  she  would 
have  been  In  danger  of  being  driven 
upon  the  rocks. 

Tbe  Klamath  was  bound  for  Port- 
land in  ballast  to  load  lumber  for  the 
Charles  R.  McCormack  Lumber  Com- 
pany, her  owners.  She  left  San  Fran- 
cisco Sunday.  She  was  built  at  Fair- 
haven,  Cal.,  In  1909;  is  of  1,038  gross 
tonnage,  207.6  feet  in  length,  41.6  feet 
In  breadth  and  has  a  depth  of  16.4  feet. 
She  is  of  600   horsepower.

JAPANESE  SHIPS  ADOPT  OIL 


Xokkal  Maru   I«  Tlrst  Commercial   Car- 
rier  to    Discoatlaue   Coal 


When  next  the  well  known  Japanese 
tramp  Hokkal  Maru  makea  a,  run  from 
Japan  to  the  Pacific  Coast  she  will  be 
fully  equipped  with  oil  burners.  The 
vessel  will  be  the  first  of  the  Nippon- 
ese merchant  fleet  to  adopt  liquid  fuel, 
and  It  Is  understood  that  all  of  the 
Mitsui  flag  will  be  changed  over.  She 
is  loading  a  complete  oil-burning  plant 
at  Seattle  that  will  be  installed  when 
she  reaches  Japan. 

The  general  use  of  oil  In  the  Pacific 
trade,  regardless  of  nationality,. is  said 
by  steamship  owners  to  be  compara- 
tively close  at  hand.  Stations  have 
been  established  at  various  ports  for 
replenishing  the  tanks  of  vessels  now 
burning  crude  oil.  With  the  rapidly 
increasing  auxiliary  schooner  and  mo- 
torship  fleet,  which  utilizes  a  different 
oil,  necessitating  the  transportation  of 
more  of  the  liquid  fuel  to  foreign  lands 
for  their  benefit,  oil  steamers  will  be 
taken  as  well,  so  the  time  Is  thought 
to  be  approaching  when  coal  burners 
will  be  as  rare  as  Is  now  the  case  on 
Inland   waters  of  the  Northwest.

Portland  Shipbuilders  and  Em- 
•  ployees  Are  Still  at  Outs- 
Trouble   May  Occur  When 
Plant  Reopens  This  Morning. 


PORTLAND,  Ore.,  Jsn.  2.— There 
have  been  no  important  developments 
la  tbs  shipbuilding  strike  situation 
here,  but  both  sides  sre  now  watching 
the  progress  of  events  with  keen  inter- 
est. 

The  Willamette  Iron  4k  Steel  Com- 
pany, where  about  320  men  walked  out 
Friday  after  a  strike  bad  boon  called 
by  the  Metal  Trades  Council.  Intends  to 
go  on  working  as  usual.  About  60  men 
of  this  plsnt  did  not  go  out. 

"We  shall  go  to  work  with  what  mea 
we  have,"  said  President  B.  C.  Ball  yes- 
terday, "and  shall  begin  at  once  and 
do  everything  we  can  to  build  up  our 
regular  force.  We  are  not  sending  out- 
side  for  man,   however,  at  this  time. 

''Men  who  apply  for  work  will  bo 
given  jobs.  We  do  not  expect  that  we 
shall  have  to  send  away  for  men." 

On  tbs  other  hand,  representatives  of 
the  Metal  Trades  Council  say  that  tbe 
Willamette  Iron  4k  Steal  Company, 
where  a  strike  was  declared  Saturday 
colncldentally  with  the  shutting  down 
of  the  plant  until  Wednesday  morning, 
will  not  be  able  to  obtain  men  to  re- 
place tbose  who  have  gone  out.  They 
point  to  the  great  demand  In  shipbuild- 
ing plants  all  over  the  country  for  men, 
and  say  that  their  places  cannot  possibly 
be  filled  at  the  current  wage  scale. 

The  Metal  Trades  Council  have  de- 
cided to  place  pickets  at  the  Willamette 
Company's  plant  with  the  idea  of  per- 
suading men  appearing  there  not  to 
work.  The  union  men  say  their  meth- 
ods will  bo  entirely  orderly  and  peace- 
able,   however. 

J.  R.  Bowles,  president  of  the  North- 
west Steel  Company,  Is  expected  borne 
from  the  East  sometime  this  week.  In 
hts  absence  Walter  B.  Beebe,  vice-presi- 
dent In  charge,  shut  down  the  plant 
last  Saturday  unUl  tomorrow  morning, 
with  the  statement  that  this  action  was 
taken  to  enable  a  general  overhauling 
and  repairs   to  be  made. 

How  many,  if  any,  men  at  tbe  plant 
will  return  to  work  Wednesday  morn- 
ing wUl  not  be  known  until  then,  as  the 
shutdown  took  effect  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore tbe  Metal  Trades  Council  declared 
its  strike. 

What  action  the  Northwest  Steel 
Company  will  take  may  not  be  known 
until    President   Bowles  arrives   hero. 

For  the  present,  at  least,  It  does  not 
appear  likely  that  the  strike  will  spread 
to  the  Smith  4k  Watson  Iron  Works  or 
the  Alblna  Engirt*  &  Machine  Works, 
the  plant   of   William   Cornfoot. 

Arthur  It.  Burns,  president  of  the 
Metal  Trades  Council,  went  to  Seattle 
yesterday,  presumably  in  connection 
with  the  strike. 


Before  she  was  drydocked  st  Port- 
land yesterdsy,  ship  carpenters  em- 
ployed by  the  Joseph  Supple  plant 
turned  to  on  tbe  schooner  Northland 
and  tore  away  as  much  as  was  pos- 
sible of  her  damaged  stem. 

The  schooner  was  in  collision  with 
the  steamer  Northwestern  off  Eureka 
early  on  Friday  morning  last,  and  was 
Injured  the  most,  planking  being 
smasbed  in  as  well  ss  a  few  butts  be- 
ing started.  She  is  not  leaking  and  lit- 
tle caulking  Is  expected  to  bo  dona  after 
she  la  high  and  dry. 

Tbo  concern  which  has  tbe  repairing 
of  the  Northland  in  hand  is  also  en- 
gaged at  present  on  the  rehabilitation 
of  an  old  light  vessel  known  as  No.  (0, 
which  is  being  converted  Into  a  freight 
and  passenger  carried  for  the  Mexican 
trade.  Tbe  first  carload  of  machinery 
—for  the  vessel  arrived  at  the  plant  yes- 
terday and  tbe  gear  will  be  Installed 
when  the  rise  in  the  river  permits  the 
vessel  to  bo  hauled  out  on  tbe  ways. 


FIRST  BOAT  WE  BE 
UDNCHEDTHLS  MONTH 


Wallace  Shipyards  Rushing 
Work  to  Make  Launching 
Possible  Within  Two  Weeks 
-^Compete  With  Local  Plant. 


NORTH  VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Jan.  J. 
— The  outside  planking  of  tbe  second  of 
the  four  wooden  ships  under  construc- 
tion at  the  Wallace  Shipyards  at  their 
No.  2  yards  is  still  under  way.  Work 
Is  being  pushed  as  fast  as  possible  to 
have  the  launching  of  the  first  vessel 
sbout  the  middle  of  the  present  month. 
The  date,  however,  has  not  been  defin- 
itely fixed. 


Neither  has  the  exact  date  for  the 
launching  of  the  first  local  vessel  by 
the  Cameron  Oenoa  Mills  Shipbuilders, 
Limited,  at  their  plant  on  the  Songhees 
Reserve  been  definitely  fixed,  but  It  will 
be  no  fault  of  the  Victoria  shipbuilders 
if  the  schooner  Margaret  Haney  does 
not  take  her  first  dip  into  salt  water  at 
least  one  day  ahead  of  the  Mabel 
Brown,  the  name  given  to  the  vessel 
which  the  Wallace  Shipyards  expect 
to  launch  about  tbe  middle  of  this 
month. 

Four  of  tbe  six  wooden  vessels  which 
tbe  Wallace  Shipyards  have  contracts 
for  are  now  In  different  stages  of  con- 
struction. The  keel  of  their  first  vessel 
was  laid  some  weeks  In  advance  of  the 
laying  of  too  keel  for  the  local  ship, 
the  Margaret  Vllancy.  but  the  weather 
conditions  on  the  Mainland  caused  con- 
siderable delay,  and  It  soon  became  ap- 
parent that  both  the  Mabel  Brown  snd 
the  Margaret  Haney  would  be  ready  for 
launching  about  tbe  same  time. 

Considerable  Interest  bas  resulted  in 
the  situation  which  has  developed  and 
the  racs  between  the  two  shipyards  Is 
becoming  keener  as  the  work  on  the 
vessels  nears  completion.  Needless  to 
say,  a  good  deal  of  friendly  argument 
bas  been  taking  place  as  to  who  Is  go- 
ing to  be  first  to  celebrate  a  launching, 
and  the  affair  has  resulted  in  a  con- 
siderable number  of  bets  being  placed.

List  Generally  Higher  at  Open- 
ing of  New  Year's  Business 
— Irregular'  Advances  and 
Declines   at   Later  Stages. 


NEW  YORK.  Jan.  z.— Higher  Quota- 
tions, noma  of  which  were  later  sub- 
jected to  variable  and  confusing 
changer:,  ushered  In  the  New  Year  In 
the  stock  market.  Opening  gains  of  two 
to  Ave  points,  with  irregular  declines 
and  greater  advances  during  the  morn- 
ing, seamed  to  ba  predicated  largely  on 
events  over  the  triple  holiday.  The  cen- 
eral  tenor  of  the  foreign  war  news  waa 
accepted  by  speculative  Interests  aa 
tending  to  make  for  an  Indefinite  pro- 
longation of  the  conflict,  causing  exten- 
sive covering  in  the  leading  munitions 
and  equipments.  Stocks  In  that  croup 
were  reinforced  by  the  strength  of 
United  States  Steel  and  other  seasoned 
industrials.  Steel  making  an  extreme  ad- 
vance of  4t*  to  110%,  from  which  It 
yielded  only  a  fraction. 

Bethlehem  Steel  was  the  conspicuous 
exception  In  Its  class,  losing  16  points 
on  a  single  sale.  Oulf  States  and  Nova, 
Scotia  Steels  were  ten  points  higher  at 
their  best,  with  two  to  Ave  for  Republic 
Iron  and  Crucible,  Lackawanna  and 
Sloes-Sheffield  Steels. 

Shipping  shares  and  motors  ware  most 
erratic,  Atlantic  Oulf  and  West  Indies 
and  United  Fruit  gaining  four  to  eight 
points,  while  Mercantile  Marine  was 
heavy  after  a  brief  upward  turn.  Tha 
usual  specialties,  namely  sugars,  lea- 
thers, papers,  Industrial  Alcohol  and 
such  utilities  as  Ohio  Gas  and  Columbia 
l:a»,  were  vAtiatly  better,  but  failed  t" 
enlist  any  marked  interest,  Utah  Cop- 
per led  the  metals  to  highee  levels  In 
the  first  half  of  the  session,  but  sagged 
later  despite  the  extra  dividend 
declared  on  Miami  Copper.  Realizing: 
was  evident  In  the  final  hour,  the  lower 
trend  coinciding  with  reports  of  the 
cancellation  of  war  orders.  Rails  were 
uneven  throughout,  their  courre  being 
in  keeping  with  the  many  statements 
of  November  earnings,  some  of  which 
showed   decided   losses   in   net   earnings.' 

Total   sales  of  stocks,   960,009  shares. 

Weakness  In  marks  featured  the 
dealings  in  foreign  remittances,  the 
rate  on  Vienna  declining  sympatheti- 
cally. International  bonds  were  again 
irregular,  with  some  Improvement  in 
domestic  Issues.  Total  sales  (par 
value),    $4,780,000.

Following  the  inactivity  on  N*w  Tear'a 
Day.  movement  was  brisk  In  tbe  Victoria 
wholesale  market  y**terday.  and  a  similar 
condition  will  prevail  throughout  th* 
week.  No  reactionary  depression  Is  pre- 
dicted aa  a  consequence  of  ths  heavy  trade 
during  the  past  two  weeks.  While  local 
dealers  wer*  taxed  almost  to  th*  limit  in 
some  commodities  by  holiday  buyers,  the 
demand  was  not  ■•  »r*at  a*  that  of  last 
yaar,  and  the  usual  course  of  business  was 
not    seriously    Interfered    with.

Financial  Difficulties  Necessi- 
tate Its  Appeal  to  Govern- 
ment—Other Municipalities 
Have  Entered  Protests. 

Houlh  Vancouver  carried  its  financial 
troubles  to  the  Government  yesterday 
afternoon,  when  a  deputation  represent- 
ing the  municipal  ■  council  waited  upon 
the  executive  and  urged  some  form  of 
immediate  aid.  in  the  way  of  a  Gov- 
ernment guarantee  of  bonds  to  tide 
them  over  existing  difficulties;  sug- 
gested a  Government  commission  to 
take  charge  until  the  financial  horizon 
clears,  and  also  to  act  as  Intermediar- 
ies between  Vancouver  City  and  the 
municipality  to  bring  about  annexation. 
There  was  also  a  citizens'  deputation 
present  which  roundly  crtlclzed  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  present  and  past 
councils,  and  urged  Government  control 
until   conditions  were   righted. 

That  South  Vancouver's  request  iVr 
Hnancial  assistance  was  not  in  line 
with  the  opinion  of  governing  bodies  ot 
other  municipalities  was  stated  by 
Premier  Brewster,  who  said  the  Gov- 
ernment has  been  in  receipt  of  numer- 
ous protests  against  the  principle  of 
Government  Hnancial  assistance  to 
municipalities. 

The  municipal  deputation,  which  was 
irtroduced  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Weart,  M.P.P.. 
Was  composed  of  Reeve  Wlnram,  Coun- 
cillors Gramett.  Mengel  and  Grant, 
Clerk  Springford  and  Solicitor  Don- 
aghy.  The  citizens'  delegation  Included 
M<  .s.sim.    Allen,   Burke   and   McBride. 

The  existing  financial  situation  in 
fc'outh  Vancouver  was  outlined  by 
Reeve  Wlnram,  who  stated  "we  have 
an  over-taxed,  over-assessed  people"; 
that  assessments  must  be  reduced 
from  two  and  one-half  to  three  mil- 
lions this  year,  and  that  this  heavy 
assessment  is  carried  upon  a  purely 
residential  community,  there  bei"  tf 
practically  no  industrial  concerns  and 
what  property  might  be  called  business 
pioperty  is,  if  anything,  a  little  poorer 
than  residential.  Last  years  tax  levy 
had  been  cut  by  $64,700  to  $667,000, 
and,  perhaps,  a  further  cut  this  year  to 
$600,000  could  be  made,  but  it  would 
be  Impossible  to  collect  this  latter 
amount,  for  "we  have  a  lot  of  broke 
property  owners,  and  we  can't  compile 
a  list  of  ten  delinquent  owners  who  can 
be   sued    for   arrears." 

Keeve  "Wlnram  declared  Vancouver 
was  making  a  mistake  in  attempting  to 
prevent  annexation.  South  Vancouver, 
from  every  standpoint,  should  be  part 
of  the  city,  but  conditions  In  the  lat- 
ter at  present  were  not  rosy,  and  natur- 
ally Vancouver  was  not  anxious  at  pre- 
sent  to  taka  its   neighbor  in. 

Question  of  Finances 
Mr.  Donaghy,  solicitor  for  the  muni- 
cipality, believed  the  whole  situation 
revolved  on  one  point,  the  question  of 
money.  It  was  clear  the  municipality 
could  not  proceed  without  defaulting  In 
April  next  on  its  Interest  payments 
and  being  sued  on  ordinary  liabilities 
within  the  next  thirty  days  unless 
some  relief  were  obtained.  Last  year 
Scuth  Vancouver  came  to  the  Legis- 
lature, but  fortunately  it  then  had  a 
slight  reserve,  some  $140,000  borrowed 
on  debentures  passed  for  road  improve- 
ment. Authority  was  secured  to  di- 
vert that  amount  temporarily  to  pur- 
poses of  general  administration,  but 
the  special  act  then  secured  required 
the  municipality  to  restore  it  out  of 
taxes  collected.  "Needless  to  state," 
Mr.  Donaghy  remarked,  "we  are  unable, 
to   restore  a  single  penny." 

It  was  generally  recognized,  Mr. 
Donaghy  said,  by  the  ratepayers  that 
the  Government  should  not  be  expected 
to  advance  funds  unless  It  had  full 
control  of  the  disbursement  thereof, 
and  what  change  In  municipal  admin- 
istration would  be  necessary,  were  the 
Government  to  come  to  the  munleipal- 
lty's  relief  in  a  financial  way,  he  could 
not  say,  but  it  had  been  suggested  that 
a  commission,  vested  with  full  pow- 
ers, might  be  appointed  and  the  muni- 
cipal council,  trustees  and  police  com- 
missioners step  down  and  out.  Or  the 
council  might  be  elected  and  act  under 
supervision  of  the  Government  com- 
"nilssloner.  But  how  a  municipal  elec- 
tion could  be  avoided  under  the  exist- 
ing regulations  he  could  not  say,  as 
there  was  no  way  In  which  a  munici- 
pality can  surrender  Its  charter  until 
Us  obligations  are  first  satisfied,  and 
no  request  was  being  made  to  the 
Government  to  satisfy  those  obliga- 
tions which.  In  the  case  of  South  Van- 
couver, amounted  to  some  six  millions. 
The  only  method  he  could  suggest  was 
for  the  new  council  to  be  elected  and 
to  mark  time  until  the  Legislature 
could  pass  an  act  appointing  a  com- 
mission   wltth   necessary    powers. 

Councillor  Mengel  pointed  out  that  in 
the  Interim  the  municipality  must  look 
to  the  Government  for  assistance;  that 
after  all  South  Vancouver  was  In  no 
very  different  position  from  other 
municipalities. 

"Do  you  suggest  we  will  have  a 
visit  from  all  of  them,"  queried  Prem- 
ier Brewster  amid   laughter. 

Councillor  Mengel  pointed  to  the 
present  abnormal  times,  insisted  the 
position  of  the  municipality  was  sub- 
stantially a  sound  one.  and  the  pres- 
ent difficulties  were  merely  temporary. 
If  they  could  be  met  there  would  be 
no  difficulty  In  tiding  over  until  better 
times.  The  Government,  he  under- 
stood, had  some  Idea  of  ultimately 
amalgamating  the  various  municipali- 
ties on  the  Burrard  peninsula.  Such  a 
scheme  would,  undoubtedly,  prove  the 
only  satisfactory  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culties   confronting    them. 

In  that  case  all  South  Vancouver  de- 
sired was  some  interim  relief  until  the 
larger  scheme  were  worked  out.  He 
stt>ted  the  law  relieving  soldiers  and 
dependants  from  payment  of  taxes  had 
increased   the    financial    difficulties. 

Hon.  John  Oliver:  Are  you  getting  in 
taxes  from  the  people  who  have  not 
gone   to   the    front?" 

Titles  in  Boast 
Councillor  Mengel  revised  his  state- 
ment anent  the  soldiers,  and  stated  it 
was  the  large  property  owners  who 
hove  not  been  meeting  their  tax  pay- 
ments and  Clerk  Springford  interpol- 
ated with  the  remark  that  the  soldiers 
have  been  paying,  but  the  trouble  had 
been  thnt,  under  the  recent  legislation, 
there  wa«  doubt  as  to  whether,  if  the 
municipality  sold  property  for  taxes.  It 
could   give  title. 

Councillor  Mengel  declared  that  for 
the  Government  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner an  admlnstrator  was  another 
way  of  naming  a  liquidator,  and  South 
Vancouver  waa  a  long  way  from  in- 
solvency. But  a  commissioner  to  su- 
pervise the  expenditures  would  be.  per- 
haps, wise,  the  people  to  be  per- 
mitted to  appoint  two  others  to  assist 
the  Government  appointee. 

"Would  that  not  be  an  absurdity  for 
the  Government  to  name  a  man  over 
the  heads  of  the  electors."  Inquired 
Hon.    Mr.  Oliver.     "It   would   sejban  yon 


appoint  a  auysrvtsor  of  expenditures. 

"It  would  be  absurd  for  us  to  ap- 
point a  commissioner  unless  he  had  ou- 
preme  power  over  expenditure,"  Inter- 
jected   Hon.    Ralph   Smith. 

Premier  Brewster  suggested  the 
delegation  be  specific  and  state  what 
it   meant    by    "a   litUe   assistance." 

Councillor  Gramett  explained  that  on 
April  t  there  will  be  $102.S0»  to  meet 
in  London,  and  some  |4  0,000  interest 
charge;  over  $60,000  In  outstanding  ac- 
counts, and  $240,000  owing  to  the  Bank 
of  Commerce  for  advances  against  ar- 
rears of  taxes,  and  there  is  not  $5,000 
In  the  bank  to  meet  these  Imperative 
liabilities.  The  bank  wanted  its 
money,  and  the  municipality  "is  bled 
and  you  can't  get  more."  Admitting  he 
had  been  called  the  pessimist  of  the 
council.  Councillor  Gramett  predicted  a 
further    decline   In    tax  collections. 

Mr.  Robert  McBride,  as  a  represen- 
tative of  the  citizens'  committee,  urged 
the  Government  to  take  full  control  of 
the  municipality's  affairs;  he  slated  the 
prodigality  of  previous  councils;  criti- 
cized the  late  Conservative  administra- 
tion for  changing  the  Municipal  Act  mo 
that  the  rights  of  property  owners 
were  overcome  by  the  vo^ce  of  a  "float- 
ing" population,  and  asserted  he  knew 
of  many  owners  who  would  rather 
give  their  property  to  the  municipality 
than  go  on  paying  taxes.  He  was  cer- 
tain if  the  Government  would  step  in. 
straighten  out  affairs  and  restore  some 
sort  of  financial  order  the  time  would 
soon  come  when  Vancouver  City  would 
be  glad  to  annex  its  neighbor.  But,  he 
declared,  It  would  be  useless  for  tho 
Government  to  guarantee  bonds  and  al- 
low the  "same  crowd"  to  handle  the 
money  that  "squandered  six  or  eight 
millions  already."  He  cited  several  In- 
stances of  alleged  municipal  incompet- 
ency, notably  the  excessive  cost  of  the 
Main   street   pavement. 

Government  Control 
Mr.  William  Allen,  also  of  the  Citi- 
zens' Committee,  advocated  full  Gov- 
ernment control,  without  any  council. 
That  was  the  sentiment  of  the  average 
ratepayer. 

lion.   Mr.   Oliver — Disincorporate  them 
and  pay   the  bill.     Is  that  It?" 

"Yes,    until    we    can    be    annexed    to 
"Vancouver,"    replied    Mr.   Allen. 

Mr.  G.  G.  McGeer,  M.P.P..  acknow- 
ledging there  existed  a  serious  situa- 
tion and  that  it  wan  partly  due  to  bad 
management,  pointed,  however,  to  the 
situation  of  South  Vancouver  as  the 
worklngmen's  residential  section  of 
Vancouver  City  which  benefitted  from 
the  growth  of  the  outlying  sections 
and,  as  contributing  to  those  benefits. 
South  Vancouver  was  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  them.  He  Judged  from  tho 
campaign  waged  by  The  News-Adver- 
tiser that  were  the  question  of  annexa- 
tion to  be  brought  up  now  it  would  not 
succeed.  At  present  there  were  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  annexation.  Van- 
couver insisted  that  South  Vancouver 
must  come  in  on  the  same  basis  as 
other  sections  which  had  been  absorbed 
and  then,  too,  the  question  of  the  B.C. 
Ulectrlc  franchise  for  forty  years,  was 
a  point  to  be  considered.  But  Mr.  Mc- 
J  Geer  believed  the  Government  could 
very  well  step  in  as  an  intermediary 
between  Vancouver  City  and  South 
Vancouver  and  seek  to  bring  about  an- 
nexation. It  would  at  least  get  Into 
full  touch  with  the  question,  and  at 
the  next  session  legislation  to  cover 
the  situation  as  the  Government  saw 
it  could  be  drafted  with  full  under- 
standing of  the  position.  But  he  felt 
that  euch  a  step  would  result  In  an 
amicable   annexation   arrangement. 

Attorney-General  Macdonald :  "Why 
cannot  the  two  municipalities  get  to- 
gether." 

Mr.  McGeer  stated  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  matters  Involved  which  would 
require  legislation,  and  the  Government 
could  act  free  from  "sinister  influ- 
ences" which  the  municipal  councils 
would    be    faced    with. 

It  was  quite  possible,  Municipal 
Clerk  Springford  believed,  for  the 
South  Vancouver  council  to  make  ends 
meet  were  Immediate  liabilities  taken 
care  of.  it  was  possible  to  reduce  the 
tax  levy  to  $576,000,  and  on  a  37-mill 
rate  to  meet  requirements,  provided 
Immediate  demands  could  be  satisfied. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Weart,  M.P.P..  Relieved 
that  If  some  assurance  were  given  to 
the  bank  or  council  by  the  Government 
that  the  latter  would  at  the  next  ses- 
sion, if  annexation  does  not  result,  put 
through  a  measure  providing  for  the 
Government  taking  control,  affairs 
could  be  tided  over  without  any  money 
aid. 

A  Guarantee 

"That  means  a  Government  guaran- 
tee to  the  bank,"  inquired  Mr.  Spring- 
ford. 

Mr.  Weart  admitted  the  situation  is 
serious.  Vancouver  City  owed  a  moral 
obligation  to  South  Vancouver  as  a 
part  of  that  city,  but  he  realized  it 
was  impossible  to  take  the  city  by 
the  throat.  He  argued  that  South 
Vancouver  is  not  in  the  same 
position  with  Hastings  townslte  when 
the  latter  was  annexed:  he  scored  tho 
Bowser  Government  for  Its  action  in 
enforcing  a  school  act  which  duplicated 
outlays  and  urged  that  the  present 
Government  "clip  the  wings  of  tho 
trustees"  In  the  Province  and  place 
full  control  of  school  expenditures  in 
the  hands  of  the  municipal  councils. 
He  believed  annexation  could  be  ar- 
ranged, and  he  suggested  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Municipal  Act  whereby 
Vancouver  City  could,  by  resolution  of 
council,  take  in  South  Vancouver 
"hoi us  bolus"  without  the  necessity  of 
any  petition  by  residents  of  South  Van- 
couver- as  at  present  required  and 
which    cannot    be    got. 

Premier  Brewster,  In  answering  the 
deputations,  stated  the  Government 
realized  the  position  and  Its  extended 
ramifications.  He  stated  that  the 
press  reports  of  the  effort  being  made 
by  South  Vancouver  to  secure  financial 
assistance  from  the  Government  had 
Induced  several  other  municipalities  to 
fCTward  resolutions  protesting  against 
any  such  action.  He  promised,  how- 
ever, to  give  the  request  every  consid- 
eration, and  shortly  to  announce  the 
action  the  Government  would  take.  The 
situation  of  South  Vancouver  was,  he 
stated,  an  object  lesson  in  municipal 
government.  The  government  mist 
act,  if  it  acted  at  all.  In  such  fashion 
as  to  clean  up  the  situation  for  all 
time.
